City observing National 
Weights and Measures Week 



The City of Virginia Beach 
joins other Weights and 
Measures officials in observing 
the National Weights and 
Measures Week on March 1 
through 7. 

These dates commemorate the 
anniversary of the singing of the 
first Weights and Measures Law 
in the United States on March 2, 
1799. 

According to Ray Messing, 
City Sealer of the Weights and 
Measures Bureau, the aim of 
National Weights and Measures 
Week is to acquaint the public 
with the nature of this important 
service which protects consumers 
and business interests from in- 
correct quantity determinations. 

"It is the responsibility of 
our inspKtors to test commer- 
cially used weighing and 
measuring devices and report 
their condition to the owners," 
be said. 

If the devices arc correct, they 
are approved and sealed. If in- 
correct, they are either rejected, 
which allows use of the device to 
be corrected within an allowed 
A time period or condemned not to 
be used until corrected. 

This decision is governed by 
the Virginia State Weights and 
Measures Laws in accordance 
with the National Buteau of 
Standards. i 

During the past year, Virginia 
Beach inspectors checked 8, 281 
scales and gascUne pumps. Also 
checked were 72,683 random 
weight package and 85.816 stan- 



dard weight packages. 

Test results showw! 10 peicent 
rejection on scales and gasoline 
pumps; 17 percent rejection on 
store packages. 

Inspectors make regular, 
unannounced inspections of the 
following: 

Supermarkets and other retail 
establishments using measuring 
devices for retail trade. 

For example, an inspection of 
a grocery store would include 
checking all scales for accuracy, 
items packaged by the store such 
as meats, and national brand 
standard packaged items to en- 
sure that the consumer receives 
the stated net weight on 
packages. 

Short weights packages are 
corrected at time of inspection or 
ordered off sale. Packages are 
also inspected for compliance 
with the Fair Packaging and 
Labeling Laws. 

Another primary duty of the 
inspectors is to inspect all gaso- 
line/kerosene pump dispensers 
and fuel oil trucks for accuracy 
and compliance of Weights and 
Measures Laws. 

The office welcomes and 
receives complaints from con- 
sumers regarding short measure 
of firewood,- gasoline pumps, 
scal«, advertising of petroleum 
products, fuel oil deliveries and 
other similar type complaints.

Francis Land House — a peek into the past

With a richness of tradition 
perhaps greater in scope than any 
other state in the union, Virginia 
has the potential of becoming an 
even greater hallmark of history 
due to a single home purchased 
by Virginia Beach 1 1 years ago. 

Most residents by now have 
heard bits and pieces about the 
Francis Land House. Located on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, near 
Princess Anne Plaza, the stately 
structure was bought in 1975. 

It has been only recently, 
however, that an administrator 



was appointed. Susan Taylor will 
be in charge of directing the 
house's proper renovation. 

If Taylor and her years of ex- 
perience in social and museum 
history mesh together as well as 
intentioned, the 18th century way 
of life will be faithfully 
reproduced through a monumen- 
tal effort in a true labor of love. 

It is recorded that there was a 
Francis Land in this area as early 
as the 1650s. As a matter of fact, 
there were reported to be six 
Francis Lands through the years. 

From the first, they were all 



important in the community, ser- 
ving as vestrymen, wardens, and 
court justices. 

In 1654, the 1,020 acre plan- 
tation was purchased by the first 
Francis Land. Imagine what the 
family would be worth now, had 
they held onto those thousand 
plus acres of prime real estate in 
Virginia Beach. 

Through the generations, 
comes the Francis Land who built 
the home. 

The house was destined to ser- 
ve its dwellers well over the next

City can't 
but General 
Assembly can

The City Council does not have 
the authority to increase the city's 
borrowing authority without a 
referendum, but the General 
Assembly can. 

That's why, when Council 
recently approved an $8 million 
increase in its borrowing 
authority over the next 10 years 
to finance roads, it did so legally, 
said City Attorney Dale Bimson 
Monday. 

The General Assembly passed 
legislation making it permissible in 
the form of an amendment to a 
bill giving the city the authority 
to pass a tree ordinance. 

The $8 million bond authority 
was tacked on to the tree bill. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
attacked inferences that had been 
made that Council violated the 
City Charter or state statutes. 
That was not the case, he said. 

Jones followed the history 
leading to the $8 million for 
roads. . , 

Last fall the city included m its 
legislative package a request that 
the General Assembly increase its 
borrowing authority from $10 
million, which it has been since 
1974, to 1 1.8 million more a year 
to reflect the consumer index 
value today. 

The $21.8 million would equal 

in real value the $10 million of 

1974, the city reasoned.

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Be ready to vote 

With 14 candidates vying for six available city 
council seats and two incumbents announcing they 
will not sfeek re-election in the Tuesday, May 6 City 
Council election promises to be an exciting one. 

The opportunity to vote in this election is one 
Virginia Beach residents will not want to pass up. 

For this reason, Virginia Beach residents should 
make sure they are properly registered to vote. 

Voting is not only a right held by all American 
citizens 18 and over, it is an obligation. An 
obligation to be an active, contributing member of 
the governing process. 

Local elections^re >ust as important as state and 
national elections. 

Officeholders at the local level have a more direct 
impact on the lives of the citizens of ihe com- 
munity. 

Members of the local community also have more 
opportunity for direct input than they do at higher 
levels.

The voter registration deadline for the upcoming 
elecHon lis Safurday, April 5 at 5 p.m., according to 
the Virginia Beach Voter Registrar's Office. 

Eligible persons who are not currently registered 
to vote can do so by going to the registrar's office 
or any of the 12 satellite registration offices in the 
city. They may also register at one Of the special 
voter registration drives being offered. 

Virginia Beach residents who are registered to 
vote but have moved to a new address within the 
city need to call the registrar's office. They will 
send a change of address fornrTTRF'TeiHpteted 
form should return to the offic/. The registrar's of- 
fice will send a post card wit|i the new voting in- 
formation. 

Persons who now live in Virginia Beach but ace 
still registered to vote in another city in Virginia 
have two options. One method is to re-register at 
one of the designated voter registration sites. The 
second is to call the Virginia Beach registrar's of- 
fice for a transfer card. 

The second option involves more processing time 
because Virginia Beach must receive information 
from the other city^ as well as send them a can- 
cellation card. "% ' ,; 3 ; 
,^ Especially ^ear tJ^ Aoril __5 deadline, the 
registrar's office recommends that these people opt 
for re-registering. This is because they cannot 
guarantee that all necessary information will be 
received from the other city by the deadline. 

Remember, registering to vote is the first step to 
participating in the election. The most important 
factor is to get out and vote on Tuesday, May 6.

Opening the doors 

The United States Senate, at least on a trial basis, 
is joining the ranks of government bodies that have 
opened their proceedings to television cameras. 

The Senate voted recently to begin televising its 
proceedings on a trial basis beginning June 1 . 

The United States House of Delegates took this 
Step seven years ago. Many among the ranks of local 
government, including the Virginia Beach City 
Council, regularly televise their meetings. 

Though it has met with much opposition over the 
years, the trend to permit television coverage of 
government meetings in their entirety is taking 
hold. 

This is clearly a positive step forward in the 
dissemination of information. Television coverage 
of this nature opens the door to participation to 
many more people. People who could not attend 
the proceedings can now view them. 

This has two main benefits for the voting 
population. First it allows them to see exactly what 
decisions are made and the arguments pro and con 
that were considered. It also familarizes the public 
with how the process works. 

Knowing how the process works should en- 
courage more people to take an active role in the 
community and be willing to speak before a group, 
such as the City Council, when an issue that is im- 
portant to them comes before the body. 

Fear of the unknown often keeps people from 
participating in the proceedings of government 
bodies. Regular television coverage of the meetings 
should help to make these proceedings familiar to 
more of the public.

29.

How to make money from thje needy

All 
he had was the filthy clothes he 
wore. 

He__wejrit_ from, hand-out to 
hand-out, never even trying for a 
job. Then one day he found out 
that a lot of jobs aromid town 
were being sold - some of them 
cheap too. 

So he bought a newspaper and 

found a job washing dishes for 

' sale at $10 and paying minimum 

wages. So he washed a car and 



a lawn and raised the $10. 
then he of course bought the 
job. 

He worked this job for two 
months before he was able to rent 
a room. Then six months later he 
had $200 saved up, so he bought 
a carpenter helpcr'e job and 
was making $5 an hour. 

A year later he had $1000, 
saved. He told his boss he was 
going to buy a higher paying job, 
but his boss offered him a raise of 
50 cents an hour. So he took the 
raise and invested the thousand 
into carpenter's school at night. 
He hopes someday to be a car- 
penter. 

When he reaches that goal he 
will make enough income to pay 
IRS a cool $2,000 a year. There 
will be many others like him with 
similar stories.

One of these days, we were so 
sure, we were going to select from 
a wide range of automobiles 
manufactured by any one of 
numerous American compani^i. 

Well, so much for dreams 
because that is not the way it 
worked out for most of us. By the 
time we were able to afford that 
what we dreamed about, our 
selection in American 
automobiles was limited to autos 
manufactured by General Motors 
or Ford or Chrysler or American 
Motors. 

Other auto manufacturers had 
fallen by the wayside. We were 
smart enough to settle for what 
we could get and none of us 
aspired to being automobile 
manufacturers, knowing that it 
takes a lot of capital to start an 
assembly line. 

Back when we were kids, and 
susceptible to dreaming, some of 
us had thoughts that we might go 
into the retail business and own, 
for example, a grocery store in 
our home town. 

After all, everyone had to eat, 
and what business could be better 



than selling something that 
everyone needed? But we got 
smart and realized that it could 
be very hard to compete with 
chain operations. 

As we got a little older and 
became a little wise, we 
recognized the difficulties 
inherent in becoming manufac- 
turers of televisions, radios, 
refrigerators, washing machines 
and a host of other products. The 
capital necessary for such risky 
ventures was not readily 
available. 

Ultimately our independent 
natures, combined with a deter- 
mination to own our own 
businesses, led us to constrtic- 
tion, where we began to coqipete 
with the people smarter than we 
who had always dreamed of con- 
struction careers... and nothing 
else. 

Today, despite all the obstacles 
placed in the way of constnictien 
contractors by way of contracts 
set aside in a market place that 
does not need set-asides, and by 
way of special preference 
procurement quotas that man- 
date discrimination, construction 
remains as the opportunity in- 
dustry in America. 

Today's dreamers, who 
proudly wave their high school 
and college diplomas, know that 
they have better opportunities in 
the construction industry than in 
trying to start a newspaper in 
competition with any of the 



established newspapers. 

Few and far between are the 
graduates planning to take on 
General Motors or General Elec- 
tric or U.S. Steel. 

As we in construction know so 
well, our industry is one with great 
risks involved. It is the very risks 
inherent in our industry that have 
prevented anything approaching 
monopoly from taking hold.

These are some Of the things 
that the construction industry 
needs to get across to those who 
write rules for us, to those who 
help determine public perception 
of our great industry in ail parts 
of the media, and to those who 
write laws that would restrict op- 
portunity in America's greatest 
opportunity industry . . .construc- 
tion.

The need for competent begin- 
ning teachers has been voiced by 
many school divisions 
^hfoughottt A'4fgin4a ^nd the 
nation. Reports have cited the- 
low starting salaries and lack of 
support for the profession as 
some prime reasons for the 
drought in well-qualified com- 
petent beginning teachers. 

Virginia has made efforts to 
address these problems. In order 
to assure the public that wett- 
qualified teachers are entering the 
classroom, the Virginia State 
Department of Education has 
developed the Beginning Teacher 
Assistance Program (BTAP). 
' The program is designed to 
assess the performance of begin- 
ning teachers in specified 
minimum competency areas and 
provide assistance to those 
beginning teachers who do not 
demonstrate the competencies 
during the first assessment. 

Successful completion is 
required of all beginning Virginia 
teachers who graduated after 
July 1, 1985 and those from out 
of state with less than one year of 
experience. 

These teachers will be issued a 
t*o-year, non-renewable, 
provisional teaching certificate. 
They then will have three oppor- 
tunities in the two years to 
demonstrate that they possess the 
minimum competencies. 

Beginning with the first 



semester, new teachers are 
scheduled for three separate ob- 
servations from three different 
individuals during a two week 
period. 

The observer will look for 
demonstration of the 14 com- 
petencies. Indicators that the 
competencies have been suc- 
cessfully met include planning for 
the efficient use of class time; 
planning instructionah activities 
which are of appropriate dif- 
ficulty; providing alternate ways 
for different learners to achieve 
common objectives; setting class 
rules that are known and under- 
stood by the learners; giving clear 
directions to learners on what 
they are expected to accomplish 
arid establishing consequences 
for not completing an assigned 
task; helping learners develop 
feelings 0fi)ers<mal worth; giving 




positive feedback and calling at- 
tention to desirable behavior. 

If the observer observes the 
competency, it is checked off on 
a check list. If an "acceptable" 
level is demonstrated by the 
beginning teacher after the three 
observations, the teacher has met 
the BTAP requirements. 

However, if an "acceptable" 
level is not achieved, the teacher 
is provided assistance and 
scheduled for additional obser- 
vations during the second 
semester. Only after meeting the 
BTAP requirements can a begin- 



ning teacher receive a five-year, 
renewable teaching certificate. 

The BTAP program, while 
well-intended, has raised many 
questions and concerns. At a 
recent meeting of BTAP par- 
ticipants from the Tidewater area 
concerns were voiced about a 
variety of issues. 

Those who were evaluated in 
the fall still had not been in- 
formed of the results by the end 
of January, well after the second 
semester had already started. 
They were not given an oppor- 
tunity to talk to the observers, to 
discuss with them any pertinent 
information about the class being 
observed. 

No information had been given 
to beginning teachers about the 
assistance component of the 
program such m wh ether 
assistance would be provided in- 
dividually or to a group or how 
long the assistance portion would 
last. * 

These concerns were quite 
genuine. 

The first year of teaching is not 
an easy one and these questions 
about such an impottaat 
program only add to the 
frustrations and uncertainties of 
beginning teachers. 

The Virginia Education 
Association is submitting these 
and other concerns to the State 
Department of Education for 
action. 

BTAP is a program with the 
potential for assuring a com- 
petent teaching corps throughout 
the state and we hope these con- 
cerns will be positively addressed.

Christmas trees could be farmers answer 




Virginia Beach residents may 
be wondering why they are 
reading an article about Christ- 
mas trees in March. Well, it just 
so happens that thousands of 
future Christmas tres are likely to 
be planted in Virginia Beach over 
the next few weeks. 

But why Christmas trees in 
Virginia Beach? That is what 30 
prospective growers came to find 
out last Thursday at a training 
session hgU,,t)y,„^. Bonnie Ap- 
pteton ofmeVifgifnia Truck and 
Ornamentals Research Station. 

These potential growers were 
told that there was a place in the 
Tidewater agricultural picture for 
small, well-run Christmas tree 
operations. Appleton noted that 
Tidewater, as well as the rest of 
Virginia, is a net importer of 
Christmas tres. 

"There is potential to develop 
an industry here because of a 
large and growing population," 
she said. "Also, most of 
Virginia's Christmas tree growers 
are in the western part of the 
state." 

Appleton would like to see 
potential growers stay away from 
a wholesale operation where trees 
are cut and shipped to other 
localities for sale on lots. Instead, 
she is promoting "choose and 
cut" Christmas tree farming. 

In this type of operation, a 
family would come directly to the 
farm to select and cut their tree. 
Appleton noted that many 
families enjoy this experience and 
like being assured of a fresh 
Christmas tree. 

The "choose and cut" concept 
would, Appleton said, fit neatly 



into the agricultural pattern in 
Virginia Beach where a number 
of farmers run "pick-your-own" 
operations for a variety of crops. 

"A farmer's regular clientele 
would notice the Christmas tree 
as they come to pick other crops 
and would likely return to select 
their tree in December," she said. 

There is also potential for live 
Christmas trees to be sold which 
could later be used as landscape 
plants. Prospective buyers could 
dig their own or the farmer could 
have the trees dug with roots and 
soil intact. 

"Buyers should be aware of 
the risks involved, however,"

Appleton said. "Virginia is 
situated between North Carolina 
and Pennyslvania, the two 
leading Christmas tree exporters, 
so competition will be keen." 

Christmas trees growing is also 
very labor intensive. This is not 
rradily apparent since pruning is 
not necessary in the first two 
years. 

"Many people plant 10 or 15 
acres per year and think that the 



business Is easy," she said. 
"Then in the third year they see 
how much labor is involved in 
pruning and shaping the tree. 
This is when a lot of people give 
up the business." 

There are, of course, the usual 
problems that farmers face with 
insects and disease. 

While the industry can be quite 
profitable, Appleton issued 
another warning. "Somebody 
going into the Christmas tree in- 
dustry has to realize that it will be 
five to seven years before they get 
any return on it because it will 
take that long to harvest." 

The Christmas tree species that 
Appleton will encourage growers 
to use include White pine, 
Virginia pine and Scotch pine. 
The more traditional Christmas 
tree species such as Frazier fir 
and Colorado blue spruce do not 
grow well in the Virginia Beach 
climate. 

Appleton and her co-workers 
have established experimental 
plots for Scotch, White pine and 
Virginia pine at the research 
station on Diamond Springs 
Road. 

"A lot of fanners are no longer 
making good money with crops 
like corn and soybeans," Ap- 
pleton said. "Farmers are 
looking to diversify their 
operations to come up with 
things that will be profitable for 
them." 

For some farmers in Virginia 
Beach, Christmas trees may be 
one answer.

vote of 6-5. When the city made 
its request at a dinner with 
legislators in Richmond, Sen. 
Clarence Holland said the 
proposal was not acceptable, but 
proposed a modification to allow 
the city to issue $8 million for 
roads in 10 years. 

When the proposal was placed 
before council, Rae LeSesne, 
pre^ieatrofMe Councfl of Civic 
Organizations, asiced the 
question be put to a referendum. 

Council took no action on this 
request. 

. Jones said that he saw no legal 
problem in voting for the bond 
issue because the city had a real 
problem. 

"Someone said we had 
violated the City Charter," he 
said. "I can't^find anything 4ike 
that in th Cjty Charter. 

He said he would like to know 
whether he did something wrong. 

Bimson said in 1974 the 
borrowing authority was in- 
creased to $10 million with the 
stipulation that the city incur no 
further debt except through a 
referendum. 

However, said Bimson, 
legislation with the same effect 
could be passed by the General 
Assembly. Jones did not violate 
the law, agreed Bimson. Council 
took advantage of a section in the 
state law. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan, 

who vote against the increased 
authority, said she did not agree. 
She said Bimson was saying any 
section of the City Code can be 
Violated so long as the General 
Assembly approves it. 
i "They have the power to do 
anything they like, the citizens... 
Jire tired of people who give 
bpinions in that regard." 

At the time of the merger, she 

laid, the citizens generally were 
pven some assurance that certain 
hings could be expected. Finding 
1 nice easy way to go around an 
ssue, she said, does not make it 
nore acceptable. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
4enley, who also voted against 
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the amendment, said she has not 
even seen the proposed amend- 
ment. She asked whether, since 
the bond limit was being in- 
creased, the portion of the char- 
ter which required referendums 
for increasing the limit would be 
repealed. 

Bimson said he thought not. 

"Why is it in there at all?" 
asked Henley. 

Hmiey said she could not un- 
derstand why the City Charter's 
requirement for a referendum 
was not binding. 

Bimson said it was binding on 
the City Council but that the 
General Alssembly can change the 
provision. 

Jones said he was concerned 
about how council was going to 
get a job done. 

"There is an element in our 
society that doesn't want to see 
anything done," said Coun- 
cilman H. Jack Jennings Jr., 
"because then they won't have 
nothing to talk about." 

Mayor Harold Heischober said 
the council unanimously suppor- 
ted a legislative proposal to in- 
crease the state gas tax by two 
cents to pay for a billion dollars 
for roads, in addition to local 
enabling legislation to increase 
the gis tax by four cents. 

The impact of the taxes over a 
10-ycar period for Virginia Beach 
would be $75 million while thp $8 
miltion issue ova-.a^J& year period 
will cost $40 million. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said the council voted 
unanimously for an impact fee on 
water so people coming into the 
city would help pay for the water. 
With the road bonds, people 
coming into the city also will be 
called upon to share the cost. The 
only other way to pay for the 
roads, he said, is through a tax 
increase. 

Henley said she was concerned 
about how the $8 million was 
arrived at, that no matching fun- 
ds from the state are in the pic- 
ture, that 20 percent of the city's 
charter bonds must be used for 
roads (under the provisions of the 
amendment). 

She wanted to know the impact 
of this legislation and other 
legislation passed by the 
General Assembly. 

She said the city will probably 
have to use a referendum for 
school and other uses. 

She said she considered an 
"excellent compromise" a 
provision that the bond limit 
would be in effect on Jan. 1 , 1987 
if approved in a referendum in 
November. 

The insert to the amendment 
was not accepted. 

She said she would like the 
people to have the flnal say on 
the city's debt. 

Henley asked for a work 
session next Monday on the in- 
tent and impact of the amen- 
dment. 

When references were made to 
how the tree ordinance was 
changed, Henley substituted

250 years. The builders obviously 
knew their trade, for the house 
still has never settled. 

The 18-inch thick walls were 
set with oyster-shell mortar and 
were constructed to withstand the 
ravages of rain, wind, and time. 

It is thought that these walls 
were so designed, stretching from 
the basement clear up to the roof, 
to become one of the original fire 
walls. This home is believed to be 
the only colonial home in the 
area, built in this manner. 

The days of the ballroom size 
foyers may be gone, but not so 
with the Land house. Enl|ring 
the house, one is overcome with 
the magnificcncs„Q|„ the ning-_ 
foot-wide hallway. It is tempting

The house truly comes alive 
when walking the rooms. 

"This is our opportunity to get 
in on the ground floor," Taylcr 
said.

Council considers $100 million light rail system

pected to pay toward the cost of 
theproject. 

Councilman Louis B. Jones 
asked Jack Whitney, a city plan- 
ner assigned to the project, to 
research the answers to three 
questions: 

•Alternate methods of appor- 
tionment. 

•Alternate traffic patterns 
taking into consideration a 
proposed closing of 19th Street. 

•The^ effect of cutbacks in 
federal spending on the project. 

The light rail line would restore 
passenger service on a 16.4-mile 
branch line of the Norfolk 
Southern Railway on which only 
freight service has been operating 
since 1947. 

The line connects Norfolk with 
the oceanfront area of Virginia 
Beach. The line, however, has 
been taken up on both ends so 
that 20 percent of the projected 
route would have to have new rail 
lines. 

Of the completed rail line, six 
miles would be in Norfolk and 12 
miles in Virginia Beach. 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf asked whether, since more 
miles would be located ift 
Virginia Beach, Virginia Beach n. 
would be expected to pay more of 
thecost..:". )-'':i7Un:'vi:j,an^ 

Banks said the study did not 
include formulas for paying the,

Banks said surveys made in 
connection with the study in- 
dicate there is broad public sup- 
port to proceed with the im- 
plementation of an electrified, 
light rail system between Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach serving the 
downtown sectors at each end of 
the system. 

The study projected the costs, 
revenues and ridership through 
the year 2005. 

The report finds that nearly 
one-half of the weekday resident 
LRT trips would be generated by 
trips between home and work. 
Home-based social and 
recreational travel would 
generate one-sixth, and other 
home-based travel would account 
for about a quarter of weekday 



resident use of thesystem. 

Aboui'one-tenth of the weekday 
resident LRT trips are expected 
to be generated by non-home- 
based travel. 

The study also finds that 
almost four-fifths of the resident 
trips would originate in Virginia 
Beach and one-seventh in Nor- 
folk. 

Portsmouth and Chesapeake 
residents would generate about 
one of each 17 LRT trips. 

More than half the resident rail 
travel would be bound for Nor- 
folk destinations. Two-fifths of 
the resident LRT trips would be 
destined for Virginia Beach 
locations. Out of the 23 LRT 
trips by residents would be boufid 
for Portsmouth or Chesapeake 
destinations. 

Almost One-thircl of ^ LRT 
trips would be destined for the 
Norfolk Central Business 
District. 

Oberndorf said she had not 
been aware that so many people 
worked in the financial district of 
Norfolk.

A principal benefit, according 
to the report, is improved access 
by the elderly and handicapped 
which would reduce the depen- 
dence on the costly van and 
minibus fieet presently providing 
those services.

Thereby reducing congestion on 
the existing street and highway 
network and improving access to 
the oceanfront area of Virginia 
Beach to promote tourism and 
related revenues. 

Banks also said there is com- 
petition for f^eral money. The 



cities need to look into other 
areas for financing; such as the 
state Legislature, the private sec- 
tor, and concession revenues. 

Light rail will attract more 
riders. People who will not ride 
public transit today will ride the 
LRT, he said. 

"What is it about light rail as 
opposed to buses that would at- 
tract more riders," asked Coun- 
cilman Robert L. Jones. 

He noted that trolleys were 
replaced by buslines. 

"Now we seem to be going 
back to trolleys," he said. 
"Couldn't an infusion of $2 or $3 
million a year in the bus system 
accomplish the same thing?" 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said its biggest attraction is that it 
is a fixed route. 

It has its own right a way, said 
Banks. Old trolleys mixed in with 
all the traffic. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said the council is in a position 
where it is asked to make a 
decision without knowing the 
bottom line. 

"We never know the bottom 
line, said Banks. Virginia Beach 
and Norfolk will have to decide 
the formula for themselves. 

The city has a right to know the 
formula, said Jones, even though 
it doesn't know th««xactdoUa£^. . 

Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
saw the line as the first leg of a 
i^ mass transit system for the 
area. Banks said, however, that 
the light rail line was viable even 
if mass transit was extended no 
further. 

Almost 5.5 million rail trips are 
projected using 1980 as the base 
year, the latest year for which 
detailed Tidewater Region 
statistical data are available.

Malbon, who served as chair- 
man of the Second District 
Democratic Committee for 
several years, has since he was 17 
been involved in politics. At that 
time his father was running for 
the Princess Anne County 
Board of Supervisors. 

"I remember telling my dad,

for the board I'll be able to vote 
for you,'" Malbon said. "He 
hadn't even won the election yet, 
but I was sure he would.

"I enjoy working with the par- 
ty because politics has been in my 
blood since my teens," he said. 
"I'm certainly not looking for 
anything from it. I just enjoy it. I 
have been r^isonably sucessful 
and none of it comes from 
politics." 

A liu;k of interest in politics 
among young people is 
distr«sing to Malbon. 

"I wish I could say something 



that would encourage young 
people to become involved," he 
said. "I don't look to be active to 
many more years. The young 
people will soon have to take over 
and be the backbone of this city. 

"I have three sons, all i of 
whom are very capable of 
holding office," he said. "But I 
just can't seem to get them in- 
terested in politics to any great 
extent. This is something that up- 
sets me." 

Malbon's three sons and his 
daughter are all active in the 
family businesses.

The Oceanfront would attract 
almost 20 percent of the trips 
destined for Virginia Beach and 
the Bayside area almost 19 per- 
cent. 

Of the 14 stations selected for 
the system, five are in Norfolk, 
eight in Virginia Beach and one at 
Newtown Road the boundary 
between the cities. The two 
stations in the Norfolk central 
business district would generate 
about 30 percent of the LRT use. 

The total estimated cost of the 
system is $98.3 million. 

The route raiommended for 
the Norfolk end of the line 
crosses the city government cen- 
ter., peroiittlng scrvioe to ipter- 
mediate locations at the Farmers 
Market and City Hall Avenue. 

The- recommended alignment 
in Virginia Beach parallels South 
Birdneck Road and 19th Street 
which will permit service to the 
Pavilion and proposed Transpor- 
tation Center near the oceanfront 
on 19th Street between Artie and 
Pacific Avenue. 

During the first three years the 
system would incure only costs. 
After the third year. Banks said, 
the revenues will exceed the cost 
of operation. 

The system is based on a 
system in San Diego, which. 
Banks said, has attained 80 per- 
cent of its cost through its 
revenues.

three prongs in the qualification 
system. 

Eighty percent participation is 
the goal neighborhoods must 
achieve. It must be reached in

When a neighborhood reaches 
these goals it qualifies for its 
Neighborhood Watch sign. 

Each neighborhood has a 
block security coordinator that 
serves as the liaison between the 
community and the police depar- 
tent, Dunn explained. There is 
also a block captain for every 10 
homes. 

Aeries on the Bay is kicking off 
its gala weekend with an orien- 
tation meetint^complete with 
coffee and doughnuts, for the 
block captains. At this meeting 
Officer Jerry Butler, who has 
been working the community, 
will familarize them with signs to 
look for during the home security 
surveys. 

After the meeting the block 
captains will go out on their 
sch^uled routes to complete the 
surveys, Foster explained. Each 
captain will survey betwwn five 
and eight homes during the 
weekend. 

"Being a relatively new com- 
munity we are still getting to 
know our neighbors," she said. 
"This program is helping to bring 
us together." 

During the home security sur- 
veys, the block captains will be 
chKking for a variety of pa^<;ive 



security measures and explaining 
to residents how to improve their 
security systems. 

They will be checking the types 
of locks on the doors and windows. 
Doors will also be checked for 
p?ep holes and the placement of 
the hinges. 

"If door hinges are on the out- 
side of the door it doesn't matter 
what type of lock is used, a per- 
son can get in by removing the 
hinge pin," Dunn said. "By 
'piiuiing the hinges' the home 
owner can make it impossible to 
otter by removing the hinge frins. " 

The height of the shrubbery 
and the type of outside lighting 
are also checked. Shrubbery 
should not cover the ground floor 
windows. High shrubs provide a 
cover for someone breaking in 
through a window." 

The police department recom- 
mends that outside lighting meets 
lES (Illumination Engineering 
Standards) standards, Dunn said. 

Engraving of valuables, such 
as televisions, radios, cameras 
and stereos is also required 
Anything that can be easily taken 
and sold should be engraved, ac- 
cording to Dunn. To aid Aeries 
residents with the task the civic 
teagiK has invested in sevoal 
engraving tools, Foster said.

Council members named

Seven City Council menders 
have been appointed to policy 
committees of the Virginia 
Municipal League. 

Mayor Harold Heischober an- 
nounced the appointments Mon- 
day as: Robert E. Fentress, 
community and ecdnopiic 
development; Vice Mfayor Reba 
McClanan, effective government; 
Meyera Oberndorf, environmen- 
tal quality; Robert G. Jones, 
human development; Barbara M. 
Henley, public safety; Dr. J. 
Henry McCoy JT:, IraB^or^ 
tation, and Heischober, 
education. 

Day nursery permit 
denied due to location 

A use permit for a day nursery 
at 2100 CentervilleTurnpikcwas.. 
turned down because it was in 
the middle of a residential neigh- 
borhood. 

Peggy Davis had applied for 
the permit for a 1.13-acre parcel 
a center which would have 
t' 150 children. 

Davis explained that the 
children would be there at dif- 
ferent times of the day;-She>*a)d 
the service was needed and that 
she had the qualifications to run 
such a facility. 

Davis said she considered par- 
cels in business areas but that 
they were too expensive. 

David Miller Jr., attorney 
representing all of the contiguous 
property owners and others in the 
neighborhood, said while the 
neighbors felt it desireable to 
have a day care center, they did 
not want it in the middle of a 
neighborhood. 

Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
said there was no question the 
center was needed, but that it is 
still a business and still in the 
middle of a residential com- 
munity. She said the facility 
would have a major impact on 
the residential neighborhood. 

This time the 
r^ldents win 

Hleighbors^ watched as a 15,000 
square-foot parcel in their town- 
house community became a tem- 
porary construction storage yard. 

Mary Anderson told council 
the trees were cut down, a trailer 
was stored in the yard, that wire, 
wood and "everything else" were 
thrown in the yard, "nothing but 
junk," she said. A chain link fen- 
ce \^ent up. 

When the owner Bruce B. Mills 
asked for a change from A-1 to 
B-2 zoning the neighbors op- 
posed the application. The 
property is on the west side of 
Happy Street, south of Bohey 
Road. 

Anderson lives in a townhouse 
on Wiley Place behind the 
property. 

She said the neighbors opposed 
an application for a use permit 
for an automobile repair shop on 
the opposite side of Happy Road, 
but failed. This time, the com- 
munity won. 

Council decided that the time 
was not right for a change of 
zoning in the neighborhood and 
denied the application. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanian 
also expressed annoyance that a 
construction storage yard, 
although temporary, would be 
permitted on A-1 property. 

City Planning Director Robert 
Scott said a permit for temporary 
storage had been issued by the 
city for the property to the state 
Highway Department which rents 
the property from Mills. 

Rezoning denied in 
residential district 

Council turned down another 
rezoning request, from R-6 
Residential District to O-l Office 
District, because it was con- 
sidered an intrusion on the 
residential district. 

G. Geoffrey and Linda J. 
Br<x;kelbank had applied for the 
rezoning for a 9491 .7 square-foot 
parcel at 43 1 3 Bonney Road . 

Road alignment 
vote postponed 

Financial considerations have 
moved City Council to postpone 
until March 27 a decision on the 
Indian River Road alignment at 
Elbow Road. 

The city wants to find out what 
it could expect in the way of road 
dedication from the developer of 
a new subdivision, Glenwood. if 



the alignment were changed. 

Without this dedication, the 
city would have to acquire the 
land, increasing the price of the 
project. 

On June 24, 1985, council first 
considered the amendment to the 
Master Street and Highway Plan 
which was intended to correct the 
unsafe intersection at Indian 
River and Elbow Roads and to 
provide an adequate right-of-way 
width of 1 10 feet for the six-lane 
facility. 

Council deferred action until 
Jan. 6 to allow the staff to meet 
with the area residents, who op- 
posed the alignment, to develop 
alternative alignments. 
An alignment was developed 
' which would minimize neigh- 
borhood impacts. 

However, council on Jan. 27 
adopted a hybrid alignment 
proposed by the staff which 
combined some of the original 
neighborhood alignment with an 
earlier alignment developed by 
..-thestaff,... 

Council later decided to recon- 
sider the plan. Another realign- 
ment plan was presented which 
would cost approximately the 
same as the previously-approved 
alignment - about $4.9 million 
versus $4.8 million. 
■ The concerns expressed Mon- 
day however, were that R. G. 
Moore, the developer of Glen- 
wood, would not be obligated to 
dedicate the right-of-way if a new 
alignment were approved. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said the city assumed it was going 
to get the right-of-way free, but 
, asked whether the new align- 
ment would damage Moore's 
property and invalidate his com- 
mitment to dedicate the road. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. noted that condemnation 
involved a great amount of 
money and that the plans would 
have to be studied longer. 
/The alternative previously ap- 
proved would mean impacting 
several residential properties 
which would lose a portion of the 
front yards. 

Also, for the 1600-foot section 
immediately north of Elbow 
Road, the right-of-way line 
woudl come to within 20 feet of 
two residential units and to 
within 80 feet of a third. 

Two dwelling units im- 
mediately south of Rosemont 
Forest -South also would be 
removed. 

With the neighborhood align- 
ment, the road would come 
within 80 feet of two existing 
dwelling units south of Elbow 
Road. Crossing Stumpy Lake 
Lane at the City of Norfolk water 
easement, it would come to 
within 100 feet of two units. In 
the area south of Rosemont 
Forest South if would remove the 
first dwelling unit and come to 
within 50 feet of two other units. 
Howard Everton, one of the 
neighbors who wants the city to 
choose the neighborhood option, 
said the options become more 
limited as the days pass. He said 
the develojwr, during the deferral 
peridd.may very well go ahead 
with his plans using the staff 
recommended alignment. 

Baum said Moore had 
cooperated with the city when the 
first alignment was chosen. 

Everton said that the people 
whose homes would be within 20 
feet of the road under the staff 
plan, will be back in five years for 
rezoning to commercial property. 
City Attorney Dale Bimson 
said that if the city changes its 
mind, Moore would not be 
bound by his previous commit- 
ments. 

R. J. Nutter, Moore's attor- 
ney, said that the change would 
require a condemnation. «. 

The purpose of' the deferral, 
said Mayor Harold Heischober is 
to determine what is involved and 
how much it's going to cost the 
city. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley remarked, "We're giving 
all our weight to a proposed 
development west of Elbow 
Road, but not considering what 
we pay east of Elbow. The poor 
souls who were first have to 
sacrifice." 

She said it was a repetition of 
General Booth Boulevard. The 
people already there, she said, 
deserve to be paid the maximum 
amount. She said they are impac- 
ted "when we bring a road of this 
magnitude to their front door.' 

Lake Gaston project 
enters Phase II 

The city is entering Phase II of 
the Lake Gaston water resource 
project with $3,283,000 contract 
with C. E. Maguire for 



preliminary engineering and 
preliminary design. 

Council approved the contract 
for which the completion time is 
estimated at 13 to 16 months. At 
that time, the final design phase 
would begin. 

Phase I cost approximately 
$1.1 million and $350,000 had 
previously been committed for 
Phase II. 

The total estimated engineering 
costs are $7.5 million. 

French recognized 
for his service to TCC 

J. Wylie French, on the Tide- 
water Community College Board 
from Jan. 1, 1978 through Dec. 
3lT-1985,~was recognized for his 
eight years service in a resolution 
adopted by City Council. 

Flyover to remain 
in Master Plan 

The Constitution Drive/Edwin 
Drive ftyover will remain in the 
city's Master Street and Highway 
Plan, but Councilman J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. assured area residents 
the city will make every effort to 
keep Edwin Drive as free of traf- 
fic as possible. 

Residents of Larkspur, Fox 
Run and Bellamy Manor had ex- 
pressed concern about the impact 
on their communities. 

.McCoy said council has not 
made a decision on the flyover 
yet, but that it should be left in 
the plan as an option. 

"No matter what's decided, he 
said, "we can't guarantee to in- 
finity. Time changes and 
situations change." 

If feasible, the flyover could be 
taken over the lake at Mount 
Trashmore, in which case it 
would not empty into Edwin 
Drive. 

David Wineker, of the 
Larkspur Civic league, said Ed- 
win Drive has become a 
thoroughfare and the people 
cannot get out of their driveways. 

The flyover concept came into 
being, McCoy said, when the 
mayor appointed an ad hoc 
committee to study ways to 
provide better access to the Pem- 
broke area. The committee in- 
cluded representatives of the 
State , Department of Highways 
and Transportation and staff 
people. 

Martin Waranch, of La r ks p u r, 
said he supported the Indepen- 
dence flyover because it would 
assist the flow of traffic and 
assumed the road would be 
widened. The Constitution Drive 
flyover, he said, however, is a 
"disaster in the making." It 
would only move the bottleneck 
to another place on the road. 

Mayor Harold Heischober said 
the city is not dead set on the 
flyover; it may not be enough. He 
said the city has ta look at all 
alternatives but that the flyover 
may not be necessary. 

The flyover is a long way off, 
Hesichober said, in thfe state's 
sixth year of its six-year program. 

Motion to reconsider 
refuse site defeated 

A motion made by Coun- 
cilwoman Meyera Oberndorf to 
reconsider the refuse transfer site 
selection was defeated Monday 
by a vote of 7-3. 

Oberndorf asked council to 
consider the Landstowne site, 
which was selected, and the Ben- 
dix Road site which had been the 
first choice of the staff. 

Voting with Obewrndorf were 
Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
and Vice Mayor Reba McClanan. 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
was absent. 

City now fully 
self-insured 

Virginia Beach is now totally 
self-insured for liabilities. 

The measure was forced upon 
the city because the unwillingness 
of insurance underwriters to 
cover municipalities because of 
their perceived high risk. 

Other large municipalities, 
with a population of 100,000 or 
more, as well as the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, are in the 
same predicament.

Controversy persi 
increased bonding authority

Controversy persists over the 
city's increased bonding 
authority for the construction of 
roads. 

Supported by an 8-3 vote of 
council and by most of the city's 
legislators, the General Assembly 
adopted a bill which permits the 
city to issue $8 million in bonds a 
feaT'fer it) years, above the $10 
million to which it has been 
limited in general obligation 
bonds each year. 



The legislation requires that , 
the money bfe used on roads 
provided that at least 20 percent 
of the bonds authorized without 
an election ($10 million a year) 
also be spent on roads. 

The amendment was tacked on 
to a tree protection bill which was 
changed so much from the one 
proposed by City Council it is vir- 
tually useless. 

Robert Matthias, assistant city 
manager, reported on tHe bill 
Monday afternoon. He also said 
the bill outlawing "high risers," 



four-wheeled drived vehicles with 
raised suspensions, was passed 
but will not be in effect until Jan. 
1,1987. 

The city also will have an easier 
time having junk cars removed 
under a bill which declares a 
vehicle inoperative if it has no 
valid license plates or inspection 
decal.

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Spotlight on 
^*Seat Belt Sam" 

For the fourth straight year. Delegate Sam 
Glasscock of Suffolk has been defeated in his at- 
tempt to enforce mandatory seat belt use on 
Virginia drivers. Despite failure, he has accom- 
plished two things: 

1 . The yearly debate has helped accom- 
plish the bill's purpose even if it did not 
pass. The immense press coverage gi^en 
the controversial issue has made people 
aware of the lives seat belts may save. As 
a result, Glasscock says he is sure more 
Virginians are buckling up. 

2. Glasscock's unrelenting efforts have 
earned him the nickname "Seat Belt 
Sam." And when things get too 
frustrating, Glasscock says he thinks of 
forerunner "&iles Tax Sam," former 
delegate Sam Pope of Southampton, who 
pushed a state sales tax for 14 years before 
it was passed in 1966. 

Seat Belt Sam is contending with Sales Tax Sam's 
tenacity. After his bill's defeat Saturday, he said, 
"If I am living and I am back here next year, I will 
introduce the bill again." 

He may not have |® wait 14 years to get it passes. 
A mistake, a tie vote and a debatable parliamentary 
ruling barely killed the 1986 seat belt law. In brief: 
Senator Richard Holland of Windsor cast a 
decisive vote against the bill by mistake, creating a 
tie, then Lt. Governor Douglas Wilder refused a 
reconsideration. 

The squabble centered on enforcement. Should 
police have the authority to stop and cite motorists 
or front seat passengers observed not wearing a 
safety belt? Or should police not be permitted to 
stop motorists who are not buckled up unless they 
have some other reason to pull those drivers over? 
The General Assembly is divided. 

Opponents of tougher enforcement say they fear 
that police would abuse the law, using seat belt 
violations as an excuse to stop any car that appears 
suspicious. Supporters say that without the enfor- 
cem en t p f o^f lfoH^he tew wduWhave only limited 

Also at issue is government function. Should the 
state take on the ultimate responsibility for each 
citizen's heahh? If the answer is "yes," some 
Virginia legislators see problems ahead. 

During the heated debate in Richmond, one 
senator said, "More people die from lung cancer 
than from automobile accidents. Are we going to 
come back next year and outlaw smoking tobac- 
co?" 

Another said, "Will we require people to wear 
raincoats when it rains? More people die from 
pneumonia than auto accidents. How far do we 
go? Where do we stop?" 

Glasscock defends all attacks on his mandatory 
seat belt law with a simple statement, "They save 
lives." How many lives? Advocates tend to credit 
belts for any reduction in fatalities. Glasscock says 
his law, with tough pplice enforcement, will save at 
least 200 lives on Virginia highways annually. 

The number is open to question, but one fact is 
uncontested: If your automobile crashes, the car 
stops, but you dont't. We leave the solution toSeat 
Belt Sam and the 1987 General Assembly.— H.B. 



Seat belts and green backs 

Mandatory seat belt legislation is important 
business to automobile manufacturers. They want 
a seat belt law in Virginia. Federal regulations now 
specify that new cars be equipped with air bags af- 
ter 1990 unless states with two-thirds of the 
nation's population adopt seat belt requirements. 

General Motors is showing its support for the 
laws by paying $10,000 to the estate of anyone 
killed in a new GM car or light truck while wearing 
a seat belt. The company has paid $2.4 million in 
claims since June 1984. 

The seven major auto manufactureers have for- 
med a group called the Virginia Auto Safety 
Alliance to support seat belt legislation and have 
already spent more than $200,000 on their Virginia 
lobbying efforts.— H.B.

My husband, Jim, had just 
been named White House Press 
Secretary by President Reagan — 
the culmination of years of hard 
work and determination. 

I was filled with pride each 
evening as our two-year-old son 
Scott and I watched Jim on the 
nightly news. It was a very special 
time for our family. 

Never did we expect it would so 
abruptly end. 

But on March 30, 1981, John 
Hinckley, out to impress a 
popiutar actress, shot my husband 
during his attempt on the 
President's life. He nearly died. 
President Reagan nearly died, 
and two security men were 
seriously wounded. 

Now, nearly five years later, 
Jim gets better every day. 
Although he still holds the title of 
White House Press Secretary and 
goes there once a week, his 
recovery has been Icmg sAid slow, 
and at times very painful. 

His determination and the 
support of many loving people 
are pulling him through. 

Still, I often ask why it is 
possible for the John Hinckleys 
of this world to walk into a store, 
buy a handgun and go out and 
shoot people because they hear 
voices or have strange visions. 

I believe that all law-abiding, 
responsible citizens should be 
able to purchase guns for spor- 
ting or other legitimate purposes. 
Lam a^conservative and a 



Republican and I am against 
what has historically been called 
gun control — more controls on 
hunting weapons, gun bans or 
gun confiscation. But I don't 
think we should voluntarily arm 
criminals, the mentally deranged, 
drug addicts, or children. 

Despite our nation's handgun 
crime rate, our lawmakers are not 
working to enact better laws. In- 
stead, Congress is considering 
passage of the McClure-Volkmer 
Bill (S. 49), which would get our 
national gun law, the 1968 Gun 
Control Act, passed after the 



assassinations of Robert F. Ken- 
nedy and Martin Luther King, Jr. 
The McClure bill would 
severely undermine this law. The 
bill would allow anyone to buy 
handguns across state lines, 
would make it harder to jail 
criminals wh'o use handguns in 
crime, and would repeal certain 
handgun record-keeping 
requirements. 

Law enforcement groups, in- 
cluding the Fraternal Order of 
Police, the National Sheriffs' 
Association, The International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
The National Troopers Coalition 
and The Federal Law Enfor- 
cement Officers assoication have 
spoken out in strong and united 
opposition to this bill, because 
they recognize that S.49 would 
make it easier for criminals to ob- 
tjUhandguns. 

fhe NRA"leadership would 
have you believe that anyone who 
wants to take common-sense 
steps to keep handguns out of the 
wrong hands is a "left-winger' or 
anti- American. Frankly, that is 
rubbish and I resent these ac- 
cusations. 

I am a conservative and a 
deeply patriotic person. So is my 
husband, Jim. We believe in the 
same values that many of you do 
— honesty, justice, and hard work. 
My husband was wounded while 
serving our President and our 
nation. 

The NRA leadership needs to 
rethink their stand when they 
throw out such broad generalities 
about supporters of sensible 
handgun legislation. There is 
nothing anti-American about our 
law enforcement officials, or 
about me, or about any of our 
good people who advocate com- 
mon-sense legislation designed to 
keep handguns out of the wrong 
hands. 

The NRA will tell you that 
steps to control the sale of han- 
dguns by state or local gover- 
nments aren't working. That, 
too, is rubbish. 

In California in one year alone, 
1 ,200 prohibited handgun buyers 
were screened out through the 
state's waiting period. And in 
New Jersey, since enactment of a 
background check for handgun 
purchases, nearly 10,000 convic- 
ted felons have been caught at- 
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tempting to buy handguns at gun 
stores. 

John Hinckley walked into a 
Dallas pawnshop, purchased a 
Saturday Night Special, and a 
few minutes later was on his way, 
ready to shoot the President. A 
waiting period and background 
check could have stopped him. 

He lied about his address and 
used an old Texas driver's license 
to purchase the handgun. He was 
not a Texas resident. Had police 
been given the opportunity to 
discover his lies, Hinckley might 
well have been in jail instead of 
on his way to Washington. 

We recognize that there is no 
panacea for crime, but good 
legislation will help. Such 
legislation should include a 
waiting period and background 
check for handgun buyers, licen- 
sing of handgun owners, safety 
training for new handgwi 
owners, and halting the" saleand~ 
manufacture of snub-nosed, 
Saturday Night Specials — the 
favorite weapon of criminals. 

These steps could become part 
of the solution to handgun 
viol^ice. Legislation that protec- 
ts the rights of law abiding 
citizens, while at the same time 
protecting the American public 
from rampant handgun crime, 
can and must be written. The key 
here is compromise. 

If you agree, urge your 
Congressman to oppose the Mc- 
Clure-Volkmer Bill, and to sit 
down with law enforcement and 
work out a bill that protects all 
our rights, but does not make it 
so easy for the Hinckleys of the 
world to purchase handguns. 

I hope the day will come when 
no. family has to go through what 
we endure every day of our lives, 
now. That is why I feel I must 
speak out on this all-important 
issue. 

I know that the McClure- 
Volkmer Bill is not part of the 
solution. It is part of the 
problem. 

Let's urge the NRA to get in 
step with law enforcement and 
our citizens and help Congress 
write legislation that will make it 
harder f6r criminals to obtain the 
tools of their trade.

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Funding for standards meets mandates 
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The 1986 session of the 
Virginia General Assembly has 
adjourned. 

Among its accomplishments is 
passage of the. largest education 
appropriation ever. For the first 
time, the educational Standards 
of Quality will, or very nearly be, 
fully funded. 

Governor Baliles, early on in his 
campaign and in his inaugural 
address, indicated his complete 
support for fully funding the 
Standards, and is likely to sign 
the bill. 

From the inception of the 
Standards in 1972, the General 
Assembly has underfunded these 
constitutional education 
guidelines. As the years slipped 
by, it has become increasingly 
more difficult to close the gap 
between actual costs in im- 
plementing the state mandated 
standards and what the General 
Assembly has been willipg to pay. 

I can say to you, with pride and 
conviction, that the Virginia 
Education Assoication has led 



the fight year after year to con- 
vince legislators to meet their 
constitutional responsibility and 
provide the money for localities 
to do the job that they, the 
General Assembly, have said has 
to be done. 

There is still a difference of 
opinion as to whether the Stan- 
dards are, indeed, fully funded 
because of the basis on which the 
new formula determines 
allocations to the various 
localities. But that is an issue with 
which VEA is willing to live at 
this point and will work to im- 
prove at future General Assem- 
bly sessions. 

One of the most significant 
improvements to be included in 
the 1986-88 education budget is a 
funding column called the Tran- 
sitional Incentive Fund. This 
fund was brought about because, 
of the inconsistent and arbitrary 
manner in which many localities 
ignored the intent of the General 
Assembly by not granting 10 per- 
cent salary increases for teachers 
during one or more of the 
previous two biennium budgets, 
even though the money to do so 
was allocated. 

The Incentive Fund simply 
makes it possible for localities to 



money to do so in the 1987*1988 
school year, if those same 
localities give the 10 percent in- 
creases in the 1986-87 school 
year. 

The Governor and the leader- 
ship of the General Assembly 
recognized the problem and 
devised this plan to help resolve 
the issue and still not tread too 
severely upon the local autonomy 
of the school divisions. 
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give the necessary wage increases 
by providing them with more

The Virginia Education 
Association worked hard to 
protect this portion of the budget 
throughout the process and 
Delegate Owen Pickett of 
Virginia Beach led the floor 
debate against a motion to 
severely alter the Incentive Fund. 
His effort was successful. 

In closing it must be said that 
we, and any other organizations 
or individuals who are concerned 
about quality education, cannot 
afford to let our guard down in 
the future and allow the funding 
of education to become a matter 
of low priority. 

Future state budgets must take 
into account the actual costs for 
educating our children. They are 
out future and nothing should 
have a higher priority in state and 
local government funding 
policies.

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Most working mothers would 
agree that securing comiMtent 
^substitute caregivers for their 
children is not an easy accom- 
plishment. Most, too, can em- 
pathize with the challenge of 
leaving a month old infant to 
return to work because of finan- 
cial need. 

Single parents of either sex are 
well aware that professional 
demands often translate into 
early morning or late evening 
hours, leaving a gap unfilled by a 
daily nine-to-five babysitter. 
And, they can also admit that 
their much loved child represents 
a real impact on a single income 
household. 

Smoke 
detectors 
save lives 



In Custody, Dr. Elizabeth 
Morgan has written a moving ac- 
count of her own life as a recently 
divorced woman whose former 
spouse demands custody of their 
newborn daughter. It is a sad, , 
sometimes complex, but totally 
absorbing human drama. 

Morgan's earlier works, The 
AMcing of a Woman Surgeon 
and Solo Fract ice, demonstrated 
her ability to describe personal 
events in an understandable 
manner to which the reader must 
react. 

The most interesting aspect of 
Custody is that Morgan, despite 
having the education, position 
and prestige of a plastic surgeon, 
faced the same obstacles that 
working class women confront in 
custody litigation. 

Her initial naivete about the 
possibility of a custody fight was 
typical of most just divorced 
women. After all, don't children 
belong with their mothers as long 
as they are capable? 

Are men poorer fathers if their 
professions require an eight hour- 
plus work day? In Dr. Morgan's 
case, her ability to earn a good 
income was used as evidence that 



she would not be spending 
enough time with baby Lucy. 

The wisdom of obtaining the 
best legal representation possible 
was a must to fend off her former 
husband's allegations that she 
was not a good mother. Faced 
with an opponent who eould 
finance a long and intric^ 
courtroom challenge, Mor^m 
was fortunate to even match his 
attorney. 

Many mothers lose custody 
cases because the fathers have 
better legal forces. The cost, 
however, barely left her with 
enough income to keep her young 
practice open and pay for her 
living expenses. 

Custody is a realistic and 
fascinating book that proves 
custody battles can be personal 
tragedies, as Dr. Morgan sum- 
med up her experiences', "We 
believe in justice for all, but 
'justice' depends on money and 
luck." 

I recommend her story to male 
and female readers who are in- 
terested in the realities and 
satisfactions of parenthood and 
in the dynamics of custody con- 
flicts.

A retired Navy captain, he ser- 
ved as commanding officer, of 
Oceana Naval Air Station from 
1978 to 1980. He is currently 
self-employed as a financial 
planner. 

Board, 40, is a planner for 
the Norfolk Naval Shipyard. 
He feels his job experience will 
aid him as councilman in plan- 
ning the growth of Virginia 
Beach. 

Sheldon L. Corner, who was 
the first candidate to declare his 
candidacy last December, has 
also dropped out of the race. 

There are 16 candidates vying 
for the six council seats open in 
the election.

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Fire 
Safety

Five people have lost their lives 
this year in Virginia Beach to fire 
because there were no smoke 
detectors. Does your home have 
smoke detectors? 

Smoke detectors give the oc- 
cupants an early warning of 
smoke inside their home, thus 
giving them time to discover and 
escape the fire when it is at a 
smaller stage. 

There are two types of smoke 
detectors. Ionization and photo- 
electric. 

The ionization detector has a 
sensing chamber that is elec- 
trically charged by a small 
amount of radioactive material. 
When smoke particles enter the 
chamber and interfer with the 
current, it sets off the alarm. 

Very small particles can set off 
this alarm and since more smaller 
particles of smoke are put off by 
flamming fires, ionization detec- 
tors respond faster to actual 
flamming fires. 

The other type of detector is 
the photoelectric. This one uses a 
light beam to shine into a sensing 
chamber. When smoke particles 
enter the sensing chamber, the 
light beam reflects off the par- 
ticles and strikes the photo cell. A 
photocell is an electrical light scn-

Starting with mules and muscle: 
A portrait of the Southern farmer

They say the South is at last en- 
tering the mainstream. Well, as 
somebody pointed out, one-third 
of all Americans call themselves 
Southerners. This is a main- 
stream. 

But there are so many different 
kinds of Southerners. Where do 
you cb-aw the linef? Ism. iemia 
Southerner? If he hails from east 
of the Pecos, he surely is. Are 
you a TahTceifirytra -happen to 
live across the Missouri state line, 
even if you love grits and turnip 
greens? You're not. Do we count 
people in Maryland, who speak 
like Southerners but whose 
forebears gave a frosty reception 
to Robert E. Lee? We do. 

I guess a Southerner is just 
anybody who says he is. 

You don't find as many in- 
trospective, lonesome 
people down here. The Souther- 
ner is independent and 
democratic, and feels that he is 
equal to any other person. And in 
the Tidewater areas, the Delta of 
Mississippi, and parts of 
Virginia, he feels that he is 
perhaps slightly superior. 

But that Tidewater man isn't 
exactly the man I'm thinking of. 
Nor -the-pjantation owner, nor 
the farmer of a large farm, nor 
the Virginian proud of his an- 
cestors. They're there, all right, 
in our history, but I never knew 
them. 

To me, the characteristic 
Southerner is the Anglo-Saxon, 
Scotch-Irish settler. Or the black 
tenant farmer hoping things 
would be belter for the children. 



The farmer, the man who lived 
off what the land provided, and 
who thus grew close to the land. 

Recognizing that it certainly 
isn't tnie^ of all of us, I would 
propose that Southerners are 
distinguished by a sense of neigh- 
borliness. A garrulous quality, a 
wish to be together a lot. As you 
^M>k ^dthfough these pictures, 
you'll find that we've always had 
plenty of excuses for getting 
together— at barbecues andtish- 
fries and quilting bees and cor- 
nshuckings and camp meetings ' 
and barn dances. 

The South sprang from a 
society that was so rural that 
those social events were the only 
times people had a chance to rub 
elbows, swap gossip, and ex- 
change information on crops. 
And it seems to me that at least a 
remnant of that still hangs over 
us in the South of today. 

When I was a little boy, our 
family lived for a while on my 
grandparents' farm in Onslow 
County, N.C. That is the place of 
my earliest memory— a farm with 
no electricity or machinery or in- 
door plumbing. It was a 
prosperous farm, in Carolina 
tobacco-country terms, and we 
certainly weren't poor by the 
standards of the day. 

It's odd, because I was only 
four or five when I first saw the 
farm, and 1 never saw it again af- 
ter my grandfather's death, but I 
remember every single thing 
about that place. I can see it now. 
A 100-acre tobacco farm. A two- 
story house. A front lawn that 
wasn't much of a lawn, mostly 



sand. The side yard was too well 
shaded by sycamore trees to have 
any grass. There were chickens 
underfoot. Two mules, two cows, 
two pigs. A tobacco barn down 
the road that you couldn't see 
from the house. A corncrib, a 
barn, a hayloft above. A picket 
fence, whitewashed once upon a 
time. 

The house was old and had 
been in the family a hundred 
yearsi 1 suppose, built by my 
grandmother's forebears. There 
was an addition, formal front 
rooms, which had been built well 
before the turn of the century. 

On the back porch, in the 
shade, my grandfather had a 
great big toolbox. I remember the 
housefiies out there by the hun- 
dreds. Grandfather would do 
many of his little chores out 
there— like fitting a new ax han- 
dle to an old ax— while he was sit- 
ting on that toolbox and work at 
whatever chore he had to do. 
There was a pump back there, 
too, where we got Water for the 
house. 

My grandfather had rigged a 
swing for me in one of the 
sycamores in the front yard, and 
I used to swing there. Or I'd run 
wild in the orchard, among the 
twisted-up old apple trees. 
Nobody ever seemed to pick the 
apples. They fell and rotted on 
the ground. Perhaps somebody 
did pick them and make pies out 
of them, but what I remember is 
the smell as they lay on the 
ground. 

The farm was six or eight miles 
from town, and then another 



mile down a hot sandy road- 
very hot, I remember, because '\i 
you were barefoot you couldn't 
stand it. This was white sand, and 
I don't care how tough you were,

Q: When do you prune your 
rose bushes back? How far? 

A: Prune back (Hybfid teas, 
Grandi fiaumas) roses back 18"- 
24" from the ground in the first 
two weeks of March. Climbers 
should be thinned out rather than 
cut back since they bloom on 
second year wood. This is also 
the time to lime and feed all roses 
for the first application. 

Q: When do you seed in the 
spring? 

A: Cool weather grasses (all 
fescues, bluegrasses) should be 
planted no eariier than March 15. 
I have found the first two weeks 
of April to be ideal. 

Q: Is lime necessary for good 
lawns? 

A: Have your soil tested an- 
nually for lime - generally, lime is 
needed in Tidewater; a recom- 
mended rate would be 50# 
agricultural lime and 20# pellet 
lime per 1000 square feet. 

Q: When should 1 prune my 
grape vines? 

A: Grape vines can be pruned 
September-January. Any other 
time will weaken the vine since 
the sap is up. 

Q: Last year my Belle of 
Georgia peach tree lost its fruit 



before they ripened. What can I 
do? 

Ar There are three possibilities 
of what could have happend. 

1 . Improper pruning will cause 
fruit to drop. B^ sure to thin your 
trees out as well as cutting them 
back every year to insure good air 
circulation and light. The rule of 
thumb is leave 5-6" between 
every branch. 

2. Improper feeding - all fruit 
trees are heavy feeders compared 
to non-flowering and non- 
fruiting trees, therefore you 
should feed every year with a 
high phosphorous fertilizer. 

3. There are several diseases 
which may attack your trees - ap- 
ply a good spray on a regular 
basis while fruit is developing.

you couldn't walk on it. In the 
grass there were sandspurs. You 
always went barefoot, and always 
stepped on sandspurs, and it 
always hurt like hell. 

In the evenings, the grownups 
sat on the front porch. That's the 
only use I ever remember for the 
porch; it was for sitting on at 
night. To get there, yoa didn't 



from the fields, because there 
were none, but to signal anybody 
who heard the bell as he passed 
by on the road that he was 
welcome to come in and eat. 

If someone came, she said, it 
was considered impolite even to 
ask his name, or to ask him 
questions about himself.

My gran- 
dmother told me that in the old 
days, when she was young, they 
would ring the bell at all meal- 
times. Not to summon hands in 



mother cooked the best food I 
can remember.

She cooked always. The meals 
were whatever was growing at the 
time, and that included corn, 
blackeyed peas, cabbages, collar- 
ds, and turnip greens.

grown was put up for the winter. 
* Whatever was left from supper 
would still be on the table at 
breakfast, so it was not unusual 
to have blackeyed peas with your 
eggs and grits in the morning. 
The food was magnificent. 
Vegetables" were always cooked 
with salt pork to give them a little 
taste. 

My favorite of all was the ham. 
There was a smokehouse full of 
country hams, which smelled 
moldy and hammy and briny. My 
grandfather was really good at 
making hams— he was famous 
for it in that part of the county. 

I don't remember ever going to 
the store to buy anything more 
than an Orange Crush. There was 
a store on the highway, and we'd 
go there sometimes, but it was 
always for a treat, and the treat 
for mewas always the same: an 
Orange Crush in a ribbed bottle. 
But my grandparents didn't buy 
many things. They didn't have 
to. 

They bought maybe salt, corn- 
meal, and Postum, which is what 
they drank. Everything else came 
from the farm. Everything was 
done by hand. There was a loom, 
where my grandmother made 
cloth. I remember her doing the 
laundry in the yard, in a big black 
pot with a fire under it. She 
would stir the mess of overalls 
and long Johns and lye soap with 
a hoe handle. She was an 
educated woman who taught the 
love of reading to all the children, 
but she worked terribly hard, as 
Southern women did. 

Death was a part of life in the 
South. My mother's two sisters, 
Betty and Trixie, both died of 
tuberculosis. My mother, the 
youngest of the three, was the 
sole survivor. I remember 
Trixie's death very clearly. She 
lay dying for months and mon- 
ths, and that was most upsetting 
to me. I didn't understand death. 
Still don't, I guess. But the 
people of the community, 
gathered around us, and Trixie 
was buried in the graveyard 
where I may be buried someday, 
*down there in Onslow County.

Seed Gh€Gking saves money, time 



Now is the time to check all 
garden seed left over from 
previous years to see how well 
they will germinate before being 
planted in the garden this year. 

Some of your vegetable seed 
will retain their germination 
qualities for a number of years 
while others may not germinate 
after a few months in storage. 
The conditions under which seeds 
were stored will determine how 
long they will retain good ger- 
minati9n qualities. 

The only way to know if seeds 
are still good is to test the seed 
and determine what percent will 
sprout. The procedure for testing 
seed is simple and quick, and it 
will let you know if the old seeds 
are still good or if you need a 
fresh supply. 

1 . Stack three sheets of paper 
towels on top of each other. Fold 
one edge in two inches and crease. 

2. Dampen all sheets 
thoroughly. 

3. Count out 25 seeds and 
spread them along the crease. 
Multiples of 25 seeds will make 
(the calculation easier. 

i 4. Roll up the sheets to make a 
roll and secure with a rubber 
band. 

5. If needed, the towel can be 
sprinkled with warm water to 
keep it moist. 

6. Keep the towel in a warm 
place. The towel can be unrolled

every other day to see how many 
seeds have germinated. 

7. Each time seeds are inspec- 
ted, count, remove and record 
how many seeds have ger- 
minated. 

8. To calculate the percent 
germination, count the number 
of seeds germinated. Divide the 
number of seeds used into 100. 
Multiply the answer by the total 
germination count. This will 
give the percent germination. 



A germination of 65 percent to 
70 percent for most seeds would 
be acceptable. Some vegetable 
seeds will not germinate this well 
but can still be used. 

Some examples of low ger- 
minators are okra, pepper, 
carrots, water cress and New 
Zealand spinach. If the seeds 
germinate in the 50 percent 
range, they can still be planted 
but use more seeds than normal.

said it was to ambitious," he 
said. "There had never been a 
mar|thon in Virginia. This was 
before the running craze. I told 
the club about it and guess who 
they selected to be the chair- 
man?" 

The Rotary Qub appointed a 
committee to organize the 
project. They decided spring 
would be a logical time for the 
race. 

The club agreed to sponsor the 
event for three main reasons.

•It would be a morale booster 
for the club to participate in such 
a worthwhile event. 

The next task for the commit- 
tee was to choose a date for the 
race, which they hoped would 
become an annual event. 

"With my nickname of "Pat" 
and Mving another Irishman, 
Terry Keep, on the committee 
someone said let's hold the race 
on the weekend closest to St. 
Patrick's Day," Bridges said. 
"We decided to call it the Rotary 
Shamrock Marathon. ' ' 

Thus the first Rotary 
Shamrock Marathon was run in 
1973. The Rotary Club handled 
the event for a number of years 
until it became to large, Bridges 
said. The club still actively helps 
with the event. 

Bridges, a lifelong resident of 
Virginia Beach, is being honored 
by his fellow Rotarians for his ef- 
forts in founding the race.

For the second ytar mt-TS^ 
mile-385 yard race will begin and 
end at the Pavilion, Bridges said. 
In earlier years the race began on 
19th Street. 

"At the «id of the race, the 
runners actually finish inside in 
the convention area," he said. 
"To see the runners coming in 
is very exciting." 



Organizing that first race 
presented the group with an in- 
teresting set of challenges. 
Bridges said. 

They had to choose and 
measure a course for the race. 
Because they wanted the race to 
go through Srasltpre State Park 
and Fort Story, the group had to 
work with state and federal agen- 
cies along with the City of 
Virginia Beach, he said. 

Concession stands and a two- 
way radio system had to be set 
up. 

The monumentous task of 
organizing the first marathon was 
accomplished mainly in January 
and February of 1973, he said. 

"We planned everything down 
tcLhsxin* a car, ddxfi. behind the 
last runner, to make sure no one 
got lost," Bridges said. "Jack 
iind Dot Cassada had the honor 
of driving their station wagon 
behind the last runner that year. 
They followed the runners every- 
where, except through the state 
park." 

There were several other events 
along with the marathon the 
first year, Bridges said. These in- 
cluded a two-mile sand run, a sbc- 
mile run and one-mile "Run-for- 
Your-Life." 

The one-mile run was designed 
to promote general fitnesS, he. ex- 
plained. Everyone who com- 
pleted this event received a cer- 
tificate. 

There were about 250 par- 
ticipants in the various events 
that year, according to Bridges' 
report on the function. The 
largest number of participants 
was in the "Run-for-Your Life." 

Bridges proudly points out that 
he is the bearer of one of the one- 
mile certificates. 

Today, the only event, other 
than the marathon, is an eight 
kilometer run. 

"There is nothing more ex- 
citing for the spectator than 
viewing the mass of runners as 
they prepare to start the race/' 
Bridges said. "The awards 
ceremony is also very moving." 

He added that the marathon 
provides an opportunity to more 
runners than just those who 
receive trophies. 

"For most people who have 
taken up jogging or running their 
ultimate goal is to complete a 
marathon," Bridges said. "They 
are not speedsters who will win 
the trophies, but they can reach 
their goal. I especially can feel for 
them."

The Comprehensive Plan 
ihows the number of dwelling 
units for the study area to be 
27,000 with the Green Line in ef- 
fect, and 35,UOO without the 
Green Line, the total number of 
pniu for the city is estimated at 
175,000 with the Green Line and 
183,000 without The Green 
Line. 

Harland Bartholomew & 
Associates, Inc. included the 
figures in the final report released 
Monday on a growth impact 
analysis for the Cour- 
thouse/Sandbridge study area, 
generally called the Green Line 
Study. 

the consultants developed a 
"trends model" which shows a 
more rapid rate of growth and 
full urban development south of 
the Green Line. The model 
represents the optimum growth 
and does not constitute a recom- 
mendation, the consultants say. 

The object of the report is to 
determine the cost related to the 
possible development south of 
the Green Line, a line along In- 
dian River Road and Sandbridgc 
Road which divides the northern 
growth areas from the southern 
rural area of the city. 

Using the report. City Plan- 
ning Director Robert Scott said 
k his office could prepare within 60 
days the alternatives showing the 
relationship of the cost of ser- 
vices to growth. The recommen- 
dations have to go to the Plan- 
ning commission first. 

Vice Mayor Reba McQanan, 
who said she did not accept "all 
the stuff we get in these books," 
lug^ted saving time by reducing 
the numbo- of alternatives. 

Mcaanan said she did not 



agree with some of the points in 
the study, notably the assum- 
ption that the density for the 
study area would be the same as 
that for the Kempsville and 
Holland study areas. She said in 
discussing traffic, not only the 
traffic in new areas needs to be 
considered but the traffic that 
goes through the older areas to 
get to the newer areas. 

Scott said the report was not a 
recommendation. It says, ex- 
plained Scott, if the density 
develops to a certain point, cer- 
tain consequences occur. He said 
it was not time to decide the den- 
sities. 

McClanan said she did not 
want the report set in concrete. 

Scott agreed nothing should be 
in concrete yet. 

Under the greatest impact, 
development up to the trends 
model, the costs that would be 
incurred by the year 2010 are $145 
million for schools, $58 million 
for major streets, $50 million for 
public utilities, and for parks $38 
million. 

Street and utility costs would 
exceed school costs if the minor 
and collector streets and utility 
laterals that are the responsibility 
of developers were included. 

The trends model also shows 
that the Courthouse/Sandbridge 
area would have 20,022 residen- 
tial acres by 2010 compared to 
the 8,873 acres projected in the 
Comprehensive Plan with a green 
line and 11,293 without a green 
line. 

The trends model also shows 
considerably higher growth in the 
Holland and Kempsville areas 
than does the Comprehensive 
Plan.

Controversy persists over bonding 
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increase the city's bond 
authority. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan, 
who has opposed the legislation, 
pointed out that the General 
Assembly has a requirement that 
a charter change must first have a 
public hearing or a referendum. 

Attorney General Mary Sue 
Terry ruled, however, that the 
General Assembly cannot be con- 
sidered to be bound by the city's 
charter and one legislature can- 
not hmit the power of a suc- 
ceeding legislature to amend 
existing legislation. Therefore, 
the General Assembly has the 
continuing power to amend the 
city's charter on its own initiative 
or at the request of any interested 
party, such as the City Council. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who voted against 
requesting the General Assembly 
to l^)prDve the $8 million in- 
crease, asked why it was not 
necessary to remove the clause in 
the charter requiring a referen- 
dum. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson 
said that the attorney general 
found the clause and the action 
of the General Assembly were not 
in conflict. 

Once council chooses to ignore 
the clause, the General Assembly 
will accept that, McClanan said. 

The Council of Civic 
Organizations opposed council's 
pursuit of the increased 
borrowing authority without a 
referendum. Rae LesSesne, CCO 
president, also went to Richmond 
to oppose the assembly's action. 

Henley also believes the 
rpoviso that 20 percent of the 
city's $10 million a year bond 
authority be spent on roads limits 
the city's flexibility. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
explained that what the charter 
says is "we can raise the Uncut if 
we have a bond referendum but 
the State Legislature has the right 
to do anything and any private 
citizen has the right and there's 
no law that prohibits a private 
citizen and council (from seeking 
a charter change)." 

The General Assembly has 
requirements for charter 
changes— a public hearing or 
referendum, McClanan said. 

The statute says, Jones said, 
that the General Assembly can 
vote for a charter change if it 
feels that all the requirements are 
satisfactorily met. 

"It doesn't work out that 
way," said McClanan, but "you 
obviously don't iwlicve what I 
say. 

She also said the requirements 
say that all charter bills have to 
be submitted the first day of the 
session. The bond amendment 
came after the first day and was 
added to the tree ordinance. 

As for the tree ordinance, the 
section requiring prohibiting the 
unnecessary removal of trees in 
the city and for the replacement 
of trees that are destroyed in the 
development process was 
removed. This leaves the city 
where it was. 

Henley said that apparently the 
tree ordinance had been in 
trouble since day one although 
she had not been informal of 
that. She said that she would 
have gone to Richmond to lobby 
if she had known. 

Matthias said the tree ordinan- 
ce met considerable opposition 
from people charging the taking 



of property unreasonably, others 
who didn't like trees and those 
who questioned the invasion of 
private property. 

He said most of the opposition 
came from the Tidewater 
Builders Association and the 



Virginia Builders Association. 

Although the city had 
requested enabling legislation to 
pass its own tree ordinance, what 
the city got was a watered-down 
tree ordinance for the whole 
state. 



Matthias said that the city 
would have a better chance next 
year. 

In another 12 months, Henley 
said, "there might not be 
anything left to worry about."

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you meet it and don't need a 
document to tell you," he addled. 

The revised documerit 
elimmates a differentiation bet- 
weeirv^"noticeable" and 
"significat" personal interest 
and eliminates a standing ethics 
committee. It also sets lower 
limits for money received from 
business entities to be considered 
as conflicts of interest. 

To be excluded from conflicts, 
billing amovnts for services were 
redvced fi<fm %\^,(m}» $5,000 
and for products or materials 
from $30,000 to $15,000. 

McClanan said the committee 
considered a committee of retired 
judges for enforcement but lear- 
ned that the judges could not ser- 
ve because they still sit in court. 

The resolution provides, in- 
stead, for the appointment by 
City Council of a special legal 
advisor/prosecutor to enforce the 
provisions of the resolution. 

Minor changes were made, 
McClanan said, such as the in- 
crease from $100 to $250 in gifts 
the officials or other members of 
their household may receive 
before they are all considered a 
conflict of interest. 

The revised document is ten 
pages long with three pages of 
disclosure forms while the 
original ordinance was 14 pages 
long with ten pages of disclosure 
forms as well as a chart outlining 
significant and notat>le matters of 
personal interest. 

Among other changes, the 
code: 



Abblishes the requii-ed 
disclosure of debts. 

Does not include council can- 
didates under the law because 
council had no legal authority to 
do this.. 



Removed the Resort Area Ad- 
visory Commission and the Ad- 
visory Erosion Commission from 
the list of agencies governed by 
the law, but the agencies may be 
put back in.

Hibey gets grant to study wind shear 



Virginia Beach resident Dr. 
Joseph L. Hibey, associate 
professor of electrical 
engineering at Old Dominion 
Univesity, has recently been 
awarded a grant to develop air- 
borne radar technology for shear 
wind detection. 

His research will focus 
primarily on the t«;hnical issues 
related to airborne radars and the 
processing of the measurements 
they provide. 

According to Hibey, "Wind 
shear is a highly localized, ran- 
dom event that can be 
catastrophic for commecial 
aviation safety. 

"Several airline crashes during 
the past few years, including the 
one in Dallas this past summer, 
were attributed to wind shear," 
he said. "NASA and the FAA 
(Federal Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration) have now given this 
weather phenomenon a research 
priority." 

Hibey will attempt to 
mathematically model the 
dynamics of wind shear using 
stochastic differential equations. 



Once a viable model is obtained, 
the undcrtainty of the radar 
measurements will be "filtered" 
in order to produce an under- 
standng of the overall system. 



The $9,957 grant was awarded 
through the Antenna and 

Microwave Research Branch at 
NASA-Langley Research Center.

Gypsy moths invade state 




Virginia Beach residents have 
noticed small red triangular 
boxes attached to an occasional 
tree as they have traveled through 
Tidewater. 

These are traps used * to 
measure the spread of a serious 
tree pest — the gypsy moth. 

The gypsy moth is a foreign in- 
sccl that has become one of the 
most important forest pests in the 
United States. Although harmless 
in the moth stage, the capter- 
pillars feed on the leaves of 
shrubs and trees. 

A single defoliation can kill 
some evergreen trees, while two 
or more defoliations can kill 
many types of hardwoods. 

Gypsy moths became 

established in this country in 
1869, after specimens imported 
from Europe escaped from a 
laboratory in Massachusetts. The 
pest has spread throughout New 
England and the mid-Atlantic 
Slates and has now reached 
Virginia. 

The gypsy moth became a pcsi 
because we do not have the 
natural enemies that help keep it 
in check. 

In the past, several local in- 
festations of gypsy moth were 



found in Virginia but concerted 
efforts eliminated them. 

In 1982, larvae or egg masses 
found throughout northern 
Virgnia, around Richmond and 
along Bay to Virginia Beach con- 
firm that gypsy moths are now 
well established in the State. Over 
half of the 245 traps checked in 
the local area were positive for 
the moth in 1985. 

Although gypsy moths spread 
naturally, they are also carried 
long distances by hitchhiking 
with goods and people. 
Recreation vehicles and outdoor 
household effects moved from 
infested tO uninfested areas arc 
prime sources qf spread, „_ 

Species which are most subject 
to gypsy moth attack in this area 
include oaks, apples, beech, 
maples, and hickories. 

Fortunately, this pest does not 
favor popular Tidewater lan- 
dscape species such as dogwood, 
holly and cedar. Oaks tend to be 
the hardest hit species, especially 
the white oaks. 

Infestations containing 
millions of caterpillars can strip 
whole forests in a matter of days. 
Several attacks over 100 acres in 
size have occurred in nothern 
Virginia counties. However, only 
a small percenlaKC of the millions 
of trees stripped each year actually 
die. Most put oui new leaves. 

But even a single defoliation 
may seriously weaken a tree, 
making it susceptible to secon- 
dary attack by other insects or 
plant diseases. 

Furthermore, herds of chewing 



caterpillars irhpair the beauty and 
recreational value of forests, 
parks, and wooded homesites. 

Overall responsibility for com- 
batting the gypsy moth in 
Virginia lies with the Virginia 
Gypsy Moth Advisory Commit- 
tee, comprised of representatives 
from the U.S. Forest Scrvice,~' 
ihc Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Ser- 
vices (VDACS), the Virginia 
Division of Forestry (VDF), 
Virginia Tech and the forest in- 
dustry throughout the State. 

Once defoliation becomes 
severe enough to warrant direct 
suppression, the VDACS will 
evaluate requests for assistance 
frora:,_^ljtpjJ govwqm^fty.. 
Cooperation normally takes the 
form of coordinated aerial and 
ground sprays directed at young 
caterpillars. 

It is important for everyone 
who appreciates the importance 
of trees in the local area to be on 
the lookout for this pest. Prompt 
reporting of suspected in- 
festations is the first step in 
iniriating effective control 
measures. 

To obtain information on iden- 
tifying the gypsy moth, one of 
several sources can be contacted. 
Tehse include local Agricultural 
Extension offices, the Virginia 
Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services, and the 
Virginia Division of Forestry. 

If a resident suspects a gypsy 
moth problem on his property, 
the Virginia Division of jForestry 
would appreciate hearing about 
it. Contact the Division at 488- 
1921. 



Smoke detectors are a good means of saving lives 
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sitive component and sets off the 
alarm. 

Large smoke products are put 
off by smouldering fires so this 
detector is best if you suspect that 
type of fire in the home. 

Both tyjjes of detectors will 
detect most fires and give 
adequate time to get out of the 
home. When buying the first 
detector or buying one for every 
room, the consumer must know 
what to look for. 

First look for the Under 
Writers Laboratory label (U.L.) 
U.L. is a testing organization and 
so is Factory Mutual. The label 
will say "U.L. 217". 

In addition, I suggest a battery 
operated unit. 

There are household current 
ones available but they are more 
commonly found in new con- 
struction. 

The advantage of the battery 
operated unit as opposed to the 
household current unit is that it 
will continue to work if there is a 
power failure. 

These units must be installed 
according to the manufacturer's 
Instructions, basically, the 
detector should be placed in the 
hallway apart from the bedroom 
and Uk rest of the house. The 
smoke detector is working, when 
everyorte is asleep. 

These smoke detectors are very 
inexpensive. They have been 
pric^ as low as four dollars with 
the manufacturer's rebate. They 



can be found in hardware stores 
and department stores. Just look 
around and you're sure to find 
one on sale. 

The smoke detectors must be 
maintained periodically. Take a 
bristle attachment and vacuum 
the unit monthly to remove the 
dust and spiders, they have a ten- 
dency to set the alarm off. 

Also, on a monthly basis test 
the unit by placing a piece of cot- 
ton or paper in an ash tray, light 



it and hold it 18 inches or so 
below the detector. Replace the 
battery every year. To remember, 
choose a holiday or special oc- 
casion. 

These are just a few tips on 
smoke detectors. The fire 
station's in Virginia Beach have 
pamphlets on smoke detectors. 

I strongly suggest placing a 
detector in every bedroom and at 
every floor level of the home.

Cold water boating 
requires extra caution

These warm sunny days that 
are starting to find their way 
into our Ufe style are even 
fooling the flowers around 
Tidewater. 

Many local boaters and 
fishermen are checking out 
their fishing tackle and boats, 
feeling that certain urge maybe 
a little earlier than usual. 

Well, the water in Tide- 
water's rivers and bays does 
not warm up as fast as the af- 
ternoons seem to be wanning. 
The Northwest River, the 
Southern Branch and the bays 
are only a few degrees away 
from ice cubes. 

Becaiise ofTMsrwifiTrc^' 
cident that pops you into the 
water immediately becomes a 
serious accident. 

In many boating accidents, 
older, experienced fishemien 
in small, relatively unstable 
boats or canoes are the vic- 
tims. 

Often they caimot swim and 
are in less than good physical 
condition. They also don't 
wear their Personal Flotation 
Devices (PFD), even though 
the law requires that they carry 
a Coast Gua^d approved PFD 
onboard. / 

They may have had a beer 
or a nip of "something to take 
off the ^hill. Hooking a fish, 
some one suddenly stands or 
shifts their position enough to 
tip the boat and throw one or 
all into the water. 

Their reaction in the next 
couple of seconds will deter- 
mine if they live or die. If they 
have been drinking they may 
not struggle and simply disap- 
pear. Or they may become 
confused or disoriented and 
swim down to drown rather 
than up to safety. 

I didn't say anything about 
being intoxicated... the shock 



of the cold water can do this 
wit^ little or no alcohol in the 
body. 

The pain of sudden, unex- 
pected immersion in cold 
water may cause others to 
have a heart attack, lose con- 
sciousness and sink. It happens 
so fast that there is no time to 
look for nor to put on a PFD. 

Chesapeake's Flotilla 53 of 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary 
wants to point out to all 
boaters that this can happen in 
the wink of an eye. 

A wake from a passing 
pleasure boat or a tug pushing 
a barge can flip an unwary 
boater clear of his boat.

vives the initial shock of im- 
mersion, he should try to get 
back into or onto the boat. 
Water is an efficient conduc- 
tor of heat and will remove 
body heat about twenty-five 
times as fast as in air. 

When back in the boat, put 
up the distress flag and light 
off one of the distress flares 
that were so wisely stored in a 
waterproof , container or 
plastic bag. 

Remember, whatever plans 
that had been made, have just 
been cancelled. The drunken 
boater's only purpose in life is 
to get dry and warm. The 
boater should not try to swim 
for shore. 

This will only lead to^^the 
lose of more body heat ^ch 
will mess the ability to think 
rationally and in a very short 
time cause exhaustion and 
drowning. 

Boating is one of the safest 
activities an individual or a 
family can participate in, but 
only if the rules are followed. 
Take a Coast Guard Auxiliary 
Boating Skills course whether 
you own a boat or not. Phone

Meeting the needs of developmentally 
disabled a challenge for Virginia Beach

Until 13 or ^ years ago most 
severely retarded individuals were 
placed in state institutions, ac- 
cording to Dr. Jay Lazier, direc- 
tor of Virginia Beach's Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation 
Department, which oversees the 
city's Mental Retardation/Deve- 
lopmental Disabilities Programs. 

Then, a big emphasis was 
placed on deinstitutionalization. 
The result of this has been a 
scaling dovra of state institutions' 
capacities, making it literally 
impossible to get an individual in- 
to a state facility, he said. 

Medical advances have also 
meant a lower mortality rate for 
handicapped infants, Laaer said. 
There has also been an increase in 
the number of individuals, Lazier 
refers to as "medically fragile." 
Individuals who in the past didn't 
survive infancy. 

"These two factors, coupled 
with the general population 
growth in Virginia Beach have 
creat«l a new challenge for the 
city," Lazier said. "There are 
more developmentally disabled 



people in the community in need 
of services." 

Through MR/DD programs, 
the city is working to meet the 
needs of these individuals. There 
are currently 742 Virginia Beach 
residents participating in 
MR/DD Programs in the city 
ranging from infant stimultion 
through adult vocational training 
and home care. 

The services accompanying 
these special programs can be 
broken into three main areas, ac- 
cording to Lazier. 

•Educating the public about 
how mental retardation and other 
developmental disabilities can be 
prevented. * 

•Assisting mentally retarded 
and developmentally disabled in- 
dividuals to become integraded 
members of the community. 

•Providing support for 
families in Virginia Beach who 
are caring for their disabled child 
or adult. 

Most of the emphasis in the 

programs has been on providing 

services for the developmentally 

disabled individuals in the com- 
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that working full-time is just to 
difficult. She works part-time, 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m., four days 
a week. 
Eure's day begins at 5:30 a.m. 
"I get up, get myself dressed 
and then get Michael up and 
wash, dress and feed him," she 
said. "Then I take him to school 
and me to work. It requires a 
good deal of time. For example, 
it takes an hour to feed Michael 
because he has poor Up and,, 
tongue control. He doesn't take 
liquids well either." 

Along with regular household 
duties and feeding Michael in the 
evening, Eure spends two hours 
doing therapy work with him. 

"The greatest lesson I've lear- 
ned from Michael is that the little 
things, like housework, are not 
important," she said. 'Before 
Michael, I was always makinjg a 
'mountain out of a molehill,' 
worrying over silly things. Now 
constructive time with him, 
seeing him smile or push up and 
hold his head up, are very impor- 
tant to me." 

Goals change 
Working with mentally retar- 
ded and handicapped individuals 
was not originally one of Eure's 
career goals. Eure received a 
bachelor's degree in pre-school 
education with the intension of 
owning her own day care center 
and working with pre-school 
children. 

Because she wanted to return 
to Virginia Beach after 
graduation, Eure accepted a 
position with the Southeastern 
Virginia Training Center (SEV- 
TC) in Chesapeake. 

SEVTC is a state operated 
regional training facility. It 
provides short-term training 
designed to prepare individuals 
for community living. 

She worked for two yews in 
ti» infant stimulation program, 
which is for children newborn to 
age two. 

"I went out into the homes to 
work with the parents," she ex- 
plained. "I taught them about 
therapeutic techniques to help 
their children, like how to get the 
children to hold their heads up or

The Virginia Beach Long Term 
Care Coordinating Committee 
has recommended incentives for 
private developers to provide a 
group home for the aging . 

i Over the past three years, the 
committee has identified as its 
major concern the lack of a home 
for low-income elderly requiring 
non-medical supervision. 

City Council was told Monday 
that 2,165 elderly in Virginia 
Beach now need this type of care. 
By 1995, according to a commitee 
report, 5,139 will need this type 
of care. 

At present, thp city has four 
group homes with a total capacity 
of M. These homes, however, 
said Dr. Terry S. Jenkins, of the 



Department of Mental Health/ 
Mental Retardation, do not ac- 
cept low income individuals; that 
is, those with incomes of $5(X) a 
month or less. As a result 
Virginia Beach residents are 
placed in facilities in other Ham- 
pton Roads localities. 

Jenkins is a member of a 
mtritidiscipttnary committee 
composed of the city staff to 
make recommendations to the 
city manager's office. » 

Hector Rivera, assistant city 
manager, chaired the Long-Term 
Care Committee estblished in 
compliance with a 1982 action of 
the General Assembly. 

Five options were presented by 
the committee: 

•Continued reliance on the

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Health Insurance Will Cosl More 

Merge The Blues 

Bad news for many Virginians. Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
insurance rates are going even higher. This is the blunt 
declaration of Phyllis Wilson, the top financial officer of 
the organizations' holding company. 

For two years, group rates were held in check (actually 
decreased in some cases) as the Richmond-based Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield of Virginia and the Roanoke-based 
Southwest Virginia plan fiercely competed for customers. 

Before July 1983, the two plans did not compete. The 
Roanoke plan had exclusive rights in 27 Old Dominion 
4;o«nties *nd theHttdrmoTnt-ptaTlTfflSSrTWe competition 
ended again last year. The two plans agreed to affiliate 
under a holding company. Consolidated Healthcare, Inc. 

The merger, if approved, would create a $1.1 billion en- 
terprise that would be the state's largest health insurance 
provider, covering 1.8 million people — one in three 
Virginians.

"wiTT be financially insolvent if the merger is not approved. 
They say the Roanoke plan lost more than $13 million in 
1984 and 1985. The Richmond plan, however, has been 
making money. Its financial reserve rose from $74.5 
million in 1981 lo $180.6 million last year. 

If the two Blue Cross-Blue Shields are merged, state in- 
surance commissioner James Thomson says the Richmond 
plan's customers will in essence have to pick up the cost of 
restoring the Roanoke plan to financial health. 

Until the last week of this year's General Assembly 
session, the State Corporation Commission had no power 
to review the merger. A new law, already signed by Gov. 
Baliles, gives the SCC the power to determine if the 
merger, which reduces competition, should be approved. 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Virginia is indirectly sub- 
sidized by taxpayers because it pays no state and federal 
.taxes. It is supposed to be a public service, non-profit 
company, although it earned $106 million more than it 
spent during the past four years. 

The Richmond health insurance company has used its 
earnings to set up or purchase four for-profit subsidiaries, 
usih| funds it earned as a tax-exempt company to branch 
out into life insurance, a computer company, a data 
processing company, and a management firm which sells 
and manages health care cost-containment programs. In 
4lie past two years, three of the four for-profit companies 
lost money. 

Critics have raised questions about Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield's charges for insurance. If t!iey*ve got a ptff of 
money to invest somewhere, should they be allowed to 
purchase subsidiaries or give it back to subscribers? 

Meanwhile, as health costs steadily 
increased during the past ten years. 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield premiums 
soared. The chart (right) shows the 
premiums paid for an employee and 
his family by Byerly Publications, the 
publisher of this newspaper. The rate 
was $46.40 per month in 1976. 
Today, it is $201.22, more than four 
times the 1976 rate. At today's price, 
the cost is $2,414.64 to insure a 
family for a year. The HP plan is 
small compared to larger cor- 
porations, but insurance agents say the rates are represen- 
tative. 

Ms. Wilson, the Blue-Cross-Blue Shield tinanciai of- 
ficer, said her office has issued guidelines for contract 
renewals that call for prices to be restored to an 
"adequate" level over one to three years. To our sub- 
scribers, $2,414.64 every year already seems "adequate^"^'- 

All is not gloomy, however. Despite the elimination of 
one public service Blue Cross-Blue Shield competitor, Ms. 
Wilson says there is stiff competition from health main- 
tenance organizations (HMO's) and from commercial in- 
surance companies. 

Let's hope the tax-paying competition remains healthy.

Better to stick to stuffed 'Easter pets'

(HSUS) says the same thing: 
don't give chicks, ducklings or 
rabbits as Easter pets.

Is anybody listening? 

The answer is yes — and no. 

The good news is that in recent 
years we have seen a decline in 
the sale of baby chicks and ducks 
as pets. In fact such sales are 
illegal in a number of states and 
cities. 

Apart from legal con- 
siderations, we think the message 
that these animals simply do not 
make good pets is finally being 



heard. Unfortunately, giving live 
'EastCT bunnies' is still far too 
common. Rabbits, unlike 
chickens and ducks, can be kept 
as housepets. 

Too often people get a cute lit- 
tle bunny with never a thought 
about how to take care of it. 

Rabbits have special needs and 
require very specific care. They 
aren't just cats or dogs with long 
ears. They can be litter box 
trained, for example, but because 
they are relentless chewers they 
can't really be left lose unatten- 
ded and need secure con- 
finemmt. 

Rabbits are susceptible to a 
variety of illnesses that require 
veterinary care, and can also 
transmit infectious salmonella to 
humans. 



Even if fragile baby chicks, 
ducks or rabbits survive the 
holidays, many suffer in the 
weeks that follow because of 
neglect or improper care. 

When the family finally loses 
interest in these 'toys' they may 
be dumped in forests or ponds in 
the mistaken belief that they can 
survive on their own. Others are 
dropped off at animal shelters 
which cannot possibly find 
homes for them. 

All in all, it becomes a very 
negative l«u-ning experience for 
children, and takes a terrible 
toll in animal lives. We hope 
parents will stick to stuffed 
animals as gifts this year.

The air is filled with the 
sound of birds singing. Is there 
a more brautiful sound in the 
world to wake up to than the 
chirping of songbirds? 

Even the rain days were 
warm. The smell of sweet 
spring rain. It was not a bitter 
cold winter storm. 

Can it possibly be true? Is 
spring really here — to stay? 

I love the arrival of spring. 
But this year, like many in the 
past, I am leery. I'm just not 
convinced that the singing birds 
and blooming flowers can really 
chase away winter's cold hold 
on the world. 

I keep expecting 'just one 
more cold spell,' before spring 
really comes. Remember there 
have been those fluke years 
when the weather has done 
something really bizarre, like 
snow on Easter Sunday. 

This hallowed spring holiday, 
which flows on the first Sunday 
after the first full moon after 
March 21, has been marred by 
white snow flakes. 

One never knows, it could 
happen again this year. 

Don't get me wrong, I'm 
hoping spring is really here and 
that it plans to hang around for 
awhile. 

One fact for the optomistic to 
diog to is that Thursday, Mar- 
ch 20 marks the official begin- 
ning of spring in the northern 
hemisphere. 

Growing up I always won- 
dered how someone could just 
pick a date on the caloidar in 
March and say this will be the 
first day of spring. It really baf- 
fled me. 

Mother Nature doesn't use 
our calendar I thought. 'How 
could people expect a season to 
automatically start on a par- 
ticular, day?' 

I've come to learn that the 
seasons don't necessarily start 
on a particular day just 
because it marks their offical 
arrival. I've also learned that it 
is not by arbitrary choice or 
some mystic ritual that the 
"Official Days" are chosen. 

You could say that these days 
are "written in the stars." 

Spring, for example, of- 
ficially begins each year when 
the vernal equinox occun. This 
is the moment when the sun 
moves directly above the earth's 
equator. 

According to Dr. Paul H. 
Knappenberger Jr., director of 
the Science Museum of 
Virginia, on the day of the ver- 
nal equinox, the sun will rise 
due east and set due west. 

This equinox got its name 
from the Latin word, 'vwnal," 
meaning spring, and 
"equinox," which means equal 
night. Another equinox, the 
autumnal equinox occurs in 
September, marks the begin- 
ning of fall. 

As a resuh of the 23 Vi degree 
tilt of the earth on its axis, the 
northern hemisphere gets more 
heat in the six months of spring 
and summer, when it is tUted 
toward the sun. The opposite is 
true of the southern 
hemispehre, Knappenberger 
explained. 

So much for the scioitific ex- 
planation of how the beginning 
of spring is determined. What is 
most important is the effect its 
arrival has on the soul. Spring is 
a time of cleansing and rdnrUi. 
It is nature's annual ronindo' 
that what dies in the winter is 
reborn, a new e^h spring

lucky time of year. The air is 
fiU«l with love and newness. 
Spring has b^ the inspiratioiv 
for many a poetic verse and is a 
time for all to regrasp the joy of 
just being alive.

As Virginia Beach's 
teachei^^wrrmrfo'cncburage 
every student to view education 
as a life-long opportunity. When 
an individual's plans beyond high 
school include formal education 
we know it can be expensive. 

The financial aid picture has 
shifted radically in recent years, 
catchlnig many parents ^un- 
prepared to provide the kind of 
college education they want for 
their children. 

We want you to know that 
even though financial aid is har- 
der to come by, it isn't gone. If a 
child has the desire and the ability 
to continue his or her education, 
don't let lack of funds rule it out. 
Many a family has forfeited op- 
portunities by assuming a student 
isn't needy enough or outstand- 
ing enough to qualify for 
assistance.

You don't have to be "poor" 
to qualify as needy.

Financial need is the difference 
between the amount of money 
your family can contribute and 
what it actually costs for a year's 
tuition, room, board, transpor- 
tation,- books and spending 
money at a speciHc college.

Grants and scholarships are the 
most desirable form of ^aid-llince 
thig' do not have to bepaid^M^t 
As a general rule, applicants for 
grants do not have to be above 
average in aptitude, but they have 
to demonstrate need. 

Scholarships, on the other 
hand, may take financial need in- 
to account, but the trend is 
toward greater emphasis on out- 
standing ability in academics or 
extra-curricular activities.

Loans are the most readily 
available form of aid. Before you 
accept a conventional loan, 
however, find out if your child 
can get a low-interest loan that 
does not have to be paid back un- 
til graduation (or withdrawal) 

from college.

ference between the commercial 
interest rate and the reduced rate. 
It also makes money available to 
colleges which then loan it put at 
reduced interest rates. The ones 
with the best interest rates — 5 
percent — go almost exclusively 
to needy students, but others are 
available regardless of your 
financial standing. 

Money you worli for 

Work/study programs allow 
students to hold down parttime 
jobs, usually on campus, to help 
defray their expenses. The 
positions available through the 
College Work/Study Program 
tend to be minimum wages with 
the federal government paying 
most of the salary. 

You cannot always count on 
the job being related to the field 
of study the student has chosen. 

The student might be able to 
earn more money by arranging 
his or her own part-time job off- 
campus, but first make sure that 
it won't deopardize chances for 
other aid from the college. 

If a campus job is part of an 
aid package, opting out could 
mean withdrawal of the rest of 
the package. , 

Government sources are around 

The largest and most familiar 
federal programs are the Pell 
Grant for needy students and the 
Supplenientary Educational Op- 
portunity Grant for students with 
even greater need. Funds for both 
grants are allocated to colleges 
for distribution. 

In addition, there are three 
federal loan programs. 

The National Direct Student 
Loan can provide up to $6,000 
over a four-year period at 5 per- 
cent interest, but the demand is 
great and need has to be demon- 
strated. 

Students who are less needy 
may have an easier time 
qusdifying for the Guaranteed 
Student Loan. 

Parent Loans for Under- 
graduate Students (PLUS) are 
available to parents and indepen- 
dent students with good credit 
ratings, regardless of income. 
Repayment starts immediately, 
but the interest rate is low. 

Many of, Abe low-interest loan* 
are administered by the colleges, 
so go there first. Others are 
available through participating 
private lenders, such as banks 
and savings and loans. 

For a list of those lenders in 
Virginia, contact the State 
Education Assistance Authority. 

State aid is also available. 

The Virignia College Scholar- 
ship Assistance Program 
provides "last resort" aid to 
students who still need help after 
all other sources have been tap- 
ped. 

The Virginia Tuition Assistan- 
ce Grant, available regardless of 
need to private college students in 
the state, is designed to make 
private colleges competitive with 
public colleges.

programs. 

Virginia has also set aside 
money for 45 renewable scholar- 
ships of up to $3,000 each under 
the Virginia Scholars Program. 
National merit program finalists 
and semi-finalists are 
automatically ehgible for con- 
sideration if they are accepted at 
Virginia colleges. Forms are 
available through high school 
guidance counselors and the State 
Council of Higher Education, 

Don't overlooic private sources 
Many colleges have their own 
scholarship programs and en- 
dowments that allow them to 
assist students financially. 

Xhg more expensive the 
college, the more the sources of 
financial aid, or so it seems. But 
even the modestly priced colleges 
are finding it in their own best in- 
terest to get creative in their ef- 
forts to help students meet the 
expense of attending. 

^Ask for information on finan- 
ciid aid whenever you request a 
college catalog. Then read the 
fine print. Some scholarships are 
reserved for students meeting 
such specific criteria that few ap- 
ply. 




City boasts state record trees 




Virginia Beach is the home of 
some of the most unique trees in 
Virginia. For five different 
specimens monitored by the 
Virginia Forestry Association, 
the state record specimens are 
found here. In fact, one specimen 
is larger than the current national 
champion. 

Carmean and Williamson, two 
naturalists who reside in nearby 
Chesapeake, spend much of their 
free time locating record trera in 
Southeastern Virginia. They 
have, to date, located over 40 
trees which have been certified as 
state champions or have cet- 
tification pending^ Record trees 
are judged to be so by means of a 
point system which considers cir- 
cumference, height, and sprrad 
of the tree's crowjj. 

The two certifiKk state cham- 
pions in Virginia area a black 
gum and a swamp cottotiwood. 
The black gum is truly and im- 
pressive specimen for its specie, 
measuring 15 fwt in circumferen- 
ce and standing 110 f«t tall. The 
crown has a spread of 63 feet. 

The tree is locat«i in a swamp 
off Head of River in the Black- 
water area. 

The swamp cottonwood is 
located on the Stumpy Lake Golf 



Course off Indian River Road. 
This record tree is 7 feet in cir- 
cumference, measures 84 feet tall 
and has a 51 -foot crown spread. 

Just last week, three new 
specimens were found and sub- 
mitted for certification. All three 
were found in a swamp along the 
North Landing River near Creeds 
School. 

An Atlantic white cedar 
measuring over 6 feet in circum- 
ference and 70 feet tall w^ found 
ner a specimen located earlier 
that day which already equalled 
the current species record located 
in Chesapeake. 

Also found were large 
specimens of the hazel alder and 
the large gallberry. These two 
species tend to be found in the 
understory and do not grow as 
large as the more common trees 
most of us are familiar with. 

The large gallberry (Ilex 
corracea) was only 17 feet tall, a 
21-foot crown spread, but this is 
larger than the current national 
champion located in Texas. 

The two naturalists were ex- 
cited to learn that some very large 
Atlantic white cedar have been 
reported in a swamp, but this is 
larger than the current national 
champion located in Texas. 

The two naturalists were ex- 
cited to learn that some very large 
Atlantic white cedar have l^n 
reported in a swamp near Mun- 
den Point Park along the North 
Landing River. They plan a 
canoe trip into the area soon to 
verify this report. Perhaps the 
city has a national record in this 
sp^es also. 
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Don't leave any stone unturned 
in your pursuit of money for 
college.

16 deadline.

For example, two of the three 
state champion oaks in neigh- 
boring Chesapeake are on 
residential property. The third, 
which is also the national cham- 
pion, is located behind a store.

The current system, of 
having seven boroughs as well 
as four at-large seats, is the 
result of the 1963 merger bet- 
ween Virginia Beach and Prin- 
cess Anne County. 

At the time of the merger the 
city was governed by a five 
member council elected at-large 
and the county had a six- 
member board of supervisors, 
elected by district. 

The current system was adop- 
ted to dispell county fears that 
they would be under represen- 
ted. 



There are four borough seats 
— Kempsville, Bayside, Lyn- 
nhaven and Pungo — and two 
at-large seats open in the May 6 
election.

Roofshadow is a mature, 
courageous, female cat, who has 
seen her home and family 
destroyed by the evil which seems 
to be creeping steadily and 
stealthily through the coun- 
tryside. Her maturity and first- 
hand knowledge of the evil they 
seek prevent Tailchaser from 
wandering too far from the 
quest. 

Williams has obviously obser- 
ved cats, for his descriptions of 
their everyday movements often 
rise to the lyrical without losing 
accuracy. He has devised both a 
mythology, the basis of the 
Good-versus-Evil plot, and a 
language for cats. 



An interesting aspect of the 
mythology is that himians are 
descendents of a "fallen" cat, a 
cat punished by the Firstborn for 
his presumptuous pride and con- 
demned to live hairless and erect 
forever, serving the true Folk. 

Williams reveals that 
mythological heritage of his cats 
through a prologue and through 
stories told by his characters 
throughout the novel. He also 
hints of a special role for Tail- 
chaser. The Elder cats that Tail- 
chaser encounters both at home 
and during this travels see in him 
some inborn quality that marks 
him for great things. 

At times Williams suggests that 
this quality is some sort of ESP, 
which comes to Fritti Tailchaser 
in his dreams. At other times he 
suggests that the cat may be a 
hero who will save his people. 

When we finally learn what 

Tailchaser's spcdai rok is, it is 

"-sometJttng of an anttdMnwcr^-and 

is so brief that it has little 

meaning. 

Also anticlimactic is the ending 
of the book, the end to Tail- 
chaser's original quest, resulting 
from his impetuous vow to find 
his friend Hushpad or perish. 
Throughout the novel, Tailchaser 
often loses sight of this quest as 
he travels about the countryside. 
He meets other cats and sees 
wonders which deflect him from 
thoughts of Hushpad. Even when 
he recalls his purpose, or is 
reminded of it, it is with little 
conviction. 

As a reader, I soon became 
skeptical of his insistence on 
keeping his vow. Each time he 
recalls the vow, made somewhat 



rashly, to find Hushpad, his 
memory of her has grown dim- 
mer and dimmer. 

There is no magical influence 
here; she simply is being 
displaced in Tailchaser's life with 
other folk as he matures. But 
Tailchaser has made a vow, and 
he stubbornly continues his sear- 
ch for Hushpad, when he 
remembers it, without even 
knowing where he is going. 

Almost by accident he becomes 
involved in the true purpose of 
the novel, saving the world from 
ancient evil reborn. 

Only after the climactic scene 
which sees the end to this quest, 
and after the reunion of the 
heroes, who tell of losses and Vic- 
toria, only then is Tailchaser on- 
ce again reminded of his original 
quest, which he'has, once again, 
almost forgotten. 

Williams' placement in the 
novel of the end of this quest, 
and Ws decisions about ttie en- 
ding, combine to leave this reader 
with a sense of "So what?" 

Tailchaser's Song is no Water- 
ship Down. Accurate, creative 
descriptions of feline behavior, a 
creation myth, oral tradition and 
a feline language do not over- 
come the serious plot weaknesses. 
Williams' novel is not a total 
waste of time, however. When he 
succeeds, he succeeds very well. 
The scenes describing the earthly 
manifestation of the evil that 
Tailchaser and his friends con- 
front are vividly frightening. 

I only wish that Williams, or 
perhaps his editor, had tightened 
the plot, or at least moved the 
resolution of the Hushpad quest 
to another spot.

Virginia Beach residents, 
would you know how to react if 
were awakened in the middle of 
the night by the smell of smoke? 

Every family should practice 
having fire drills in their home. 
Always have a plan of at least 
two ways of exiting each 
bedroom in case one exit is 
blocked by the fire. Also, discuss 
a meeting place in the frotit yard 
so everyone can report in the 
cvKit of a fire. 

If the smoke detector alarm 
sounds and awakens you, do not 
sit up in bed but rather roll out 
and drop to the floor. The reason 
for this is that the smoke and 
dangerous gases rise to the ceiling 



and then settle down to about 2 
or 3 feet from the floor. This is 
why it is important to crawl un- 
der the smoke; 

Then crawl to the door and feel 
it with the back of your hand to 
see if it is to hot to open. The 
reason for this is because the 
back of the hand is less sensitive 
then the palm. 

If the door is not hot, open it 
slowly and proceed crawling to 
the nearest escape exit. If the 
amount of smoke is to heavy to 
escape through the doors close it 
and place towels at the bottom to 
keep the smoke out. Proceed to 
crawl out of the window. 

If on the first floor then 
proceed to the predetermined 



meeting spot. If on the second 
floor or higher then open the 
window slightly to get fresh air 
and hand a sheet out to signal 
firefighters of the need for help. 

These fire safety tips must be 
discussed and practiced with 
children prior to a fire because 
they may be responsible for 
themselves. With smoke detec- 
tors giving advance notice of a 
fire, more than likely everyone 
can take the normal exit out of 
the home. 

Visit one of the Virginia Beach 
fire stations and ask for a 
"Edith" pamphlet on drill exits 
in the home. Fire and saftey arc 
two words you can not live 
without.

the changes made by the council 
committee. Among the major ob- 
jections were the deletion of the 
standing ethics committee (one 
retired lawyer or judge was put in 
its place), the delition of. the 
seven standards (the standards 
were compressed in one 
paragraph), and the increase in 
the dollar limits for gifts before 
them would be considered a con- 
flict of interest. 

Tom Flounders, of the Virginia 
Beach Council of the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce, 
asked that the ordinance be 
deferred until all the concerns arc 
addressed. 

He said an overly restrictive or 
ambiguous document would 
discourage qualiTielpeople from 
running for office and even from 
serving on boards and com- 
missions, even when they have no 
conflict. 

Edward Brankston recommen- 
ded a five-member committee, 
none of whom would be connec- 
ted with the city government. 

Lou Pace, a candidate for City 
Council, proposed the addition 
to the code of the right of recall 
and referendum which would 
give power to the voters. 

Sam Houston merely exhorted 
council to have a conflict of in- 
terest law. 

"You don't want to get into 
the same situation the State 
Legislature is in," he said. 
Virginia Beach is the largest city 
in the state and is capable of 
doing it, he said. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said, for his part, any friend who 
donates $3{X) or $5(X) to his cam- 
paign does not expect anything in 
return. He said that would be the 
end of the friendship. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones, 
who hasn't given up on his one- 
page Conflict of Interest or- 
dinance, asked repeatedly, 
"What is the Problem?". 

He wanted to know why the 
additional legislation was 
necessary. He said a lot of 
solutions have been proposed, 
but what are the problems. 

He said he was for strictness, 
but he thought everybody on 
council knows a conflict of in- 
terest. 



lawyer committee was still 
troublesome. 

Robert Galewski, a member of 
the Ethics Committee, said the 
code was a way of setting com- 
munity standards and it was dif- 
ficult to come up with a clear an- 
swer. He said the rules of stan- 
dards and ethics covered specific 
points. The Council Committee's 
ordinance has them in one 
general statement and they ware 
not as clear, he said. 

He criticized the Council 
Committee's using the 
qualification that the individual 
had to have knowledge before a 
confiict could exist. 

He said the Ethics Committee 
was to stay away from that 
language. 



He said he thought the annual 
disclosures should be reinserted 
in the code and felt strongly 
about having a standing ethics 
committee. 

Galewski also said people need 
to be involved and the city should 
be able to find five suitable 
people oat of a population of 
300,(X)0. He said there is no 
question that the people are con- 
cerned about conflicts of interest. 

Public confidence in public of- 
ficials is at an all-time low, he 
said, and the perception of con- 
flict can be worst than the actual 
conflict. 

Councilman Baum picked up 
on perception. He referred to 
trial by press, saying there is 
"nothii^ you can do but write a " 
letter to the editor." Baum added 
that the ceo has gotten to be an 
political action committee. 

Irv Douglas, a past-president of 
the ceo, differed with Baum. 
He said the CCO is not a policial 
organization. It does riot endorse 
candidates. 

Jones said that not only 
monetary relationships were to be 
considered, but friendships. The 
whole thing is very upsetting, he 
said. 

"All we were trying to do was 
help you along." said Galewski. 

Corner said he was not sure the 
English language was precise 
enough to deal with all the ram- 
fications, but that the latest ver- 
sion was good and workable. He 
still supported a standing ethics 
committee. He said he was 
dissapointed that Flounders 
recommended deferring the mat- 
ter. 

Douglas also regretted the 
deletion of standards and the 
standing ethics committee. He 
said the standards were ab- 
solutely essential for building 
credibility. 

"If you don't have rules, the 
public is continuously 
suspicious," Douglas said. 

Elimination of the standing 
ethics committee is the same as 

igeaey peers, be said. 
He said it is not impossible to 
find an impartial committee. He 
also thought a $250 gift ceiling 
too high. 

In view of the comments, 
Heischober said, more time is 
needed. 

Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
said the real problem is "per- 
ceived conflicts." 

Jones said that he had not 
given up on his conflict of in- 
terest law, and referred to one in 
Fredericksburg which allows ab- 
stentions only with the consent of 
council. 

"What you say makes a lot of 
sense," noted Baum, "but I hope 
you survive the press."

how to feed a child that does not 
have a good suck response; or, 
motivatng a child with vision 
problems to reach out and ex- 
plore his world." 

While she was working at 
SEVTC, Eure became pregnant. 
She said that after her son was 
born she decided to stay home for 
a while and take care of him. 

When Michael was three weeks 
old the Eures found out that he 
had hydrocephalus. 

Hydrocephalus is an abnormal 
increase in the amount of 
cerebrospinal fluid within the 
cranial cavity. It is accompanied 
by expansion of the cerebral ven- 
tricles and enlargement of the 
skull. 

At three weeks old Michael had 
his first surgery, Eure said. A 
shunt tube, used to drain the 
cerebrospinal fluid into the 
stomach was implanted. It is 
fairly radical surgery for such a 
small child, she added. 

"It was a very frightening ex- 
perience," she said. "I had seen 
children at work with 
hydrocephalus, both those who 
had and hadn't been shunted. 1 
knew without the surgery there 

because of the pressure on "Be 
learning centers in the brain . " ' 

Eure said she feels that in this 
case the knowledge she gained 
from her work made dealing with 
the situation harder. 

"I think this is one of those 
cases where ignorance is bliss," 
she said. "I think it was harder 
for me because I had seen other 
children and I knew what the 
problems could be. I knew that 
shunts could malfunction and 
that there would need for more 
surgery in the future." 

As a child grows more tubing 
has to added to accommodate the 
extra length to the abdomen, she 
said. 

About this time it was also 
discovered that Michael had 
AVM (Arterial Veinous Malfor- 
mation). It was the AVM that ac- 
tually caused the hydrocephalus, 
according to Michael's 
neurologist. Dr. Matthew Frank. 
The size of the AVM obstructwl 
the normal flow of cerebral fluid, 
he explained. 

"Normally when blood flows 
through the body it goes from' a 
big. artery to a small artery, 
capillaries, then small vein, trig 
vein and back to the heart i*' 
Frank, an assoicate professor 
neurology at Eastern Medical 
College of Virginia and 
Children's Hospital of the King's 
Daughters, said. "It is like if you 
could connect your finger tips; 
the blood would flow down one 
arm and back up the other to the 
heart." 

In Michael's case and others 
with AVM, a channel developed 
that allows the blood to bypass 
the capillaries. The blood flow is 
so fast and great it forms a shunt 
between the big artery and the 
. brain, he explained. Because of 
the amount of blood flow 
hemorrhaging, strokes and heart 
problems are a major threat with 
AVM. 

In some cases where the vein is 
small enough and readily ac- 
cessible it can be removed, he 
said. The bigger it is the more 
serious the problem. It become 
almost impossible to remove 
without some injury to the brain, 
he said. 

"In Michael's case the AV^I 
is particularly large and difficult 
one," Frank said. 

After the first surgery, Eure 
said, they thought things v/exc 
going to be okay. At two months 
Michael had his first brain 
hemorrhage, she said. It caus^ 
him to become severely cro^- 
eyed, she said. 



At three months he had 
massive brain hemorrhaging that 
caused him to be profoundly 
mentally retarded. 

Because of the brain damage 
Michael does not experience 
pain, she said. 

"He has no ability to cry," 
Eure said. "He doesn't know 
when to eat or what bothers him. 
Michael functions at a two- 
month level. He has no head con- 
trol. He can't sit and will never 
walk. Not knowing what he wan- 
ts can be very hard.'! 

Michael has very poor vision 
but he has incredible hearing, 
Eure said. 

"He makes only one sound, a 
very high pitched squeal," she 
added. "He can sense when we 
are in the room; if we leave he 
will squeal." 

In some ways he is more 
demanding than a baby because 
he does nothing to entertain him- 
self, she explained. But in other 
ways he is easier to care for, she 
added. 

"A baby would cry and make 
demands," Eure said. 

The Eures have talked about 
having other children, but have 
no dehnite plans about it curren- 
tly, she said. ^ 

"AVM is not a genetic 
problem and we have talked 
about having another child, Eure 
said. "I guess I've gotten used to 
his schedule and I'm not sure a 
baby would fit in now. I also en- 
joy my work very much. The 
longer Michael stays healthy, 
which means out of the hospital, 
the more we lean toward it." 
New home 
Michael has meant many ad- 
justments in the Eure's life. They 
designed and built their new 
home in Virginia Beach especially 
to acconunodate him. 

^is a two-story home, but his 
bedroom is downstairs. There is a 
ramp through the garage for his 
wheelchair. This reduces the 
amount of lifting she has to do, 
especially now that he is getting 
bigger. 

"If when we get home, for 
example, Michael looks tired, I 
can wheel him right into his 
room. Then I only have to lift 
him from the chair to the bed. 

There is no carpeting, except in 
the dining and great rooms, she 
said. This makes it easier for the 
wheelchair. There is a Jacuzzi tub 
downstairs for Michael. This 
helps with his stiff muscles. 

"The question most people ask 
me is 'How do you do it?'" Eure 
said. "Having a child like 
Michael makes you much 
stronger. You just find strengths 
you didn't know in the past that 
you had. Anyone who has a han- 
dicapped child can do it. Some 
may think they can't. " 

While she can't always com- 
pare notes because few other 
children have AVM, Eure said 
that interacting with other moms 
who have mentally retarded 
children, has been a great help. 
She has learned tricks about 
caring for him and coping from 
other parents, she added. 

"I've resigned myself to the 
fact that Michael will always be 
my baby," she said. 

Michael does attend school 
everyday, but his progress is very 
minimal. He appears to pay a lit- 
tle more attention, she said. 
Progress with most children, with 
severe brain damage is at a very 
slow IHK«, Frank added. 

Eure said she wishes she could 
do more to help educate the 
public about being around 
disabini people. 

"At first I only took Michael 
out when he was sleeping, 
because you couldn't tell there 
was anyUiing wrong with him 
then," Eure said. "But now I 
take him alm^t everywhere — 



shopping, out to restaurants and 
the zoo. 1 haven't tried taking 
him to the movies, because I'm 
afraid the lights might trigger a 
seizure." 

Eure says when children are 
curious she prefers that they have 
lime to investigate by touching 
Michael and examining his chair 
rather than being pulled away. 

"I explain to them that 
Michael can't talk but when they 
touch him he knows they are 
there," she said. "Usually they 
asked what happened to him. 
With children I've found it best

munity. Lazier said. These are 
individuals whose disabilities 
usually occur before the age of 
18. Now the program is starting 
to service individuals whose 
disabilities are the result of a 
traumatic experience, such as an 
automobile accident, he said. 
Prevention Programs 

Educating the public on how to 
prevent mental retardation and 
developmental disabilities is an 
important aspect of the depar- 
tment's programs. Lazier said. 
Thijs irf'# ;|fi^^ear ;ffcer# Ws 
be«*a full-tfiM paid staff perscsa 
for this area. 

"Prevention is a big ball game, 
" he said. "We're working on it 
on small part at a time." 

Emphasis right now is being 
placed on educating the com- 
munity about Fetal Alcohol Syn- 
drome. Lectures are being 
presented to interested groups in 
the community. 

The department is also 
working on a proposal for a 
training program for pre- 
schoolers about car restraints. 
Lazier said. 

"It's hard to^ believe, but head 
injuries as a result of car acciden- 
ts are a primary cause of 
disabling conditions," he said. 
"Children can be very per- 
suasive. We're hoping that by 
educating the children they will 
influence their families." 
Volunteer Program 

The MR/DD Volunteer 
Program is another way of 
helping to educate the public, as 
well as provide vital services for 
the department, according to 
Beki Eure, Volunteer coordinator 
for MR/DD. 

There are currently about 150 
volunteers working in various 
programs and providing clerical 
help. 

Volunteers work with children 
while their parents attend support 
group meetings. 

Other volunteers aid families in 
transporting individuals, or help 
out with recreational activities. 

Some volunteer projects are 
one time occurances, Eure ex- 
plained. Many groups and 
organizations plan parties and 
assist with holiday activities at 
the Respite Center for mentally 
retarded and developmentally 
disabled children, ages two to 22. , 

"While many people volunteer 
their time, there are other ways 
people can serve as voluntoirs," 
Eure said. "A person could 
donate clothing or food. They 
could also provide a special ser- 
vice like offering skills in repair 
work for one of the homes in the 
city." 

Another way professionals in 
the community have donated 
their services is in working with 
the Virginia Beach Community 
Trust. 

Virginia Beach professionals in 
the law, banking, accounting and 
insurance fields have donated 
their skills and time to help 
establish and maintain the com- 
munity trust. This program is 
designed to help families plan for 
the future of their devclopmen- 



to sayhe was very sick when he 
was young and he just never got 
better. They understand this bet- 
ter than a technical explaination. 
"I have a four-year-old niece. 
We attended her birthday party. 
She brought all her Httle friends 
over and said 'this is my cousin 
Michael he can't play. He has to 
sit in his chair.' Then she gave 
him a big hug and went on with 
other activities. I thought, 'gee, if 
only everyone could handle 
disability so frankly, how much 
better things would be.'" 



tally disabled family member. 

A unique aspect of this 
program, according to Eure, is 
that it encourages the families to 
leave their homes to the city. This 
way the family is not only 
providing for their developmen- 
tally disabled or mentally retar- 
ded family member but others as 
well. 

The city would provide services 
and caretakers for the individual, 
she explained. Also two ad- 
ditional people can be brought in- 
to the home. 

There are currently three 
restdenqes in the city that pro vid e 



this type of home care, according 
to Lazier. 

Lazier said to his knowledge 
the Virginia Beach Community 
Trust is the only community 
program of its kind in the coun- 
try. There are state and private 
programs, but nothing at the 
local level, he said. 

There is also the Summer 
Holiday and Respite Program at 
Ocean House, Eure said. During 
the summer months Ocean House 
serves as a vacation home for 
mentally retarded and develop- 
mentally disabled adults. It 
provides them with the oppor- 
tunity to spend a week at the 
beach enjoyinig tourist-related ac- 
tivities. 

During the rest of the year 
Ocean House services a respite 
home, offering a place for 
developmentally disabled and 
mentally retarded individuals to 
stay and be eared lor from one 
ni^t to several weeks. 

Vocational Training 
/^Providing vocational training 
for developmentally disabled and 
mentally retarded adults, so they 
can be competitive in the job 
market, is vital part of the 
MR/DD Programs, Lazier said. 

At the Vocational Center in- 
dividuals are trained for 
placement in the job market. In 
the past year. Lazier said, the 
program has placed 25 people in 
jobs within the community, 
mostly in food services and 
janitorial work. 

There are also jobs within the 
vocational program for the 
adults, he said. Through contrac- 
ts with city, state and federal 
agenices the center provides ser- 
vices and in turn employs local 
individuals. 

The jobs are fairly competitive, 
he said. They pay between 15 and 
$6.50 per hour. 

For the more severely han- 
dicapped there is opportunity for_ 
employement doing piece work 
for contracts taken in at the cen- 
ter. 

"In the past, problems have 
arisen not because the disabled 
person lacked the necessary job 
skills but because there were dif- 
ficulties with interaction between 
the employee and the employer," 
Lazier said. "We are providing 
employers with information on 
how to interact with their han- 
dicapped employees."

Caring for 
^-^^ouseplants 



Overwatering is the number 
one houseplant problem. 

How much to water houseplan- 
ts, though, is not an easy thing to 
explain. 

Watering on a time schedule is 
not recommended. Large plants, 
rapidly growing plants, plants in 
hot rooms and different types of 
plants may need more water. 

Water all houseplants when the 
soil has become dry one to two 
inches deep. Slowly apply water 
until the soil becomes wet and 
some of the water runs out the 
bottom of the pot. 

If the pot is setting in a saucer, 
empty the overflow within 30 
minutes after watering. This will 
allow the soil to drain and 
prevent roots from rotting 
because of overwatering.

'^ The Gems have been perfoi- 
ming as a group for almost nine 
years. Auston, Bryant and Sivils 
are all original members. Kathi 
Herring, the group's tenor, has 
been performing with Gems for 
about two years. 

, "I got into Sweet Adelines 
quite by accident," Herring said. 
"I was at a Christmas party at the 
Navy Chief's Club with my 
husband. We were all singiiig 
carols. The jnan next to me said 
'you ought to be in Sweet 
Adelines' and gave me a phone 
number. 

"I said to my husband, 'Sweet 
Adelines, that's four old ladies 
singing, why do I want to be a 
member?'," she continued. "A 
couple weeks after Christmas I 
was bored, so rgave ttes groap «*" 
call." 

Herring said she went to the 
meeting the following night and 
has been a member ever since. 
Along with the quartets, Sweet 
Adeline Chapters also sing as a 
chorus. 

A prospective member must at- 
tend meetings for six to eight 
weeks and the audition to join 
the group, Sivils said. The 
audition is more to see if the per- 
son can be trained in the barber- 
shop style than an audition for 
perfection. 

Tradition 

Sweet Adelines, Inc. was 
organized nationally in 1947 . 
The purpose of the organiiation 
is to educate women to sing four- 
part harmony, barbershop style; 
to develop appreciation for the 
art form; and to give public and 
private performances, according 
. to the Gems. 

"Barbershop harmony is one 
of the true American fSlk arts," 
Auston said. "Most of the songs 
come from the 1920s and '30s 
and soine from the '40s. Many 
other songs can be adapted to the 
barbershop style if the range is 
not to wide." 

A basic characteristic of bar- 
bershop music is its conA-shaped 
sound. 

The tenor is the highest of the 
four voice parts. It is a harmony 
sung above the melody. Because 
of the con^-shape sound, the 
tenor must sing with a lighter 
production, Herring explained. 

The lead usually sings the 
melody. This position is one of 
the two middle voices. 

The other middle voice is the 
baritone. The baritone sings 
harmony either above or below 
the melody depending on where 
the melody is situated. 

The lowest of the four voices is 
the bass, who sings a harmony 
below the melody. 

The upcoming regional con- 
vention is an exciting one for the 
Gems because they will also be 
celebrating the chartering of theh* 
new Virginia Beach Sweet 
Adeline Chapter, the Virginia 
Coast Sweet Adelines. A special 
party is planned to honor the oc- 
casion.

Nurses making 
house calls in 
Virginia Beach

Keeping care close to home is 
the main goal of several 
programs sponsored by the 
Virginia Beach Health Depar- 
tment. 

"These programs offer a real 
alternative to institutional care 
for the older person," Beth 
Somers, R.N., public health nur- 
se and supervisor for home based 
nursing services said. "This helps 
patients stay in their own en- 
vironnaent and retain the pride of 
looking after themselves at 
home." 

In the Home Health Services 
program, homebound patients 
receive skilled nursing care for 
specific medical problems. These 
patients may have just been 
discharged from the hospital and 
need some ongoing care to deal 
with follow-up treatments at 
home. 

Patients participating in this 

program are required to have a 

physician's treatment plan, which 

the visiting public health nurse 

follows. 
"For example, a newly 

diagnosed diabetic will need to 
learn how to give himself insulin 
and manage his diet," Somers 
said. "We help get them to a level 
'where they can take care of them- 
selves." 

To aid in this goal, the nurse 
involves the patient's family by 
teaching them how to help with 
care.

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sec Approves Blues Merger 

Public Servant? 

With little debate and less publicity, the State Cor- 
poration Commission last week allowed Virginia's two 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield organizations to merge. 

The two plans are affiliated under a holding company, 
Consolidate Healthcare Inc., now the state's largest health 
insurer, covering more than 1 .8 million people. 

Possible negative consequences for consumers are less 
important, according to the SCC, than the perils posed by 
the Consolidated Healthcare's forecasted insovency of the 
Roanoke-based Southwestern Virginia plan. 

The smaller Roanoke plan, which says it lost more than 
$14 million in the past two years, has been consolidated 
with the larger Richmond-based Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Virginia, which earned $106 million more than it 
spent during the past four years. 

The surviving organization, a $1.1 billion enterprise, is 
supposed to be a non-profit public service company, in- 
directly subsidized by all taxpayers because it pays no 
state and federal taxes. 

The finandal affairs of the public servant are shrouded 
in mystery to most of the public. The president of the sub- 
sidized non-profit company is paid more money than 
Governor Baliles, slightly less than President Reagan. He 
works in huge, plushy headquarters on Richmond's 
Staples Mill Road known as Taj Mahal. 

The public might prefer its public servant to reflect a 
more utilitarian image with shirt-sleeve management 
dedicated to driving down costs. 

Perhaps the public servant should be accountable to the 
public. Now that the SCC has approved the merger, it 
should keep a watchful eye on Consolidated Healthcare's 
spending habits and rate increases. The SCC should be called 
called upon to take the public's side to provide the firm 
but fair regulation that public servants respect. 

Meanwhile, according to Robert Evans, vice president 
of public and legislative affairs for Consolidated Health- 
care, the merger will not lead to a general rate increase for 
for Blue Cross-Blue Shield subscribers, unless rates were 
bid to artificially low levels during the previous com- 
petition. 

Skeptics say, that without some type of public vigilance, 
you can tie that bull outside.

This year the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society turns 40. 

In 1946 one war had just ended but another 
fight was begun — the one against multiple 
sclerosis. 

In any age wften there were few national health 
organizations and fewer women executives with 
national stature, Sylvia Lawry was a New York 
Secretary who was studying law. Her brother had 
multiple sclerosis, so she placed an ad in a local 
newspaper seeking help for him. She ended up 
establishing what has become the eighth largest 
voluntary health organization in the United 
States. 

Mutiple Sclerosis is an incurable disease of the 
central nervous system, the brain, spina! cord, and 
optic nerves. It is usually diagnosed between the 
ages of 20 and-*!©. Symptoms may include tingling 
sensations, numbness, slurred speech, legal blin- 
dness, progressive muscle weakness and paralysis. - 

In 1946 there were few treatments for the sym- 
ptoms and people sometimes died from related 
disorders. Now many symptoms are controllable, 
thanks to research in the fields of immunology, 



virology, biochemistry, physiology and 
neurology. 

In 40 years the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society has grown to 14Q chapters and branches 
across the country. Through its network of local 
affiliates, it provides a range of services for those 
with the diseases. Those include education, 
counseling, aquatics therapy, equipment loan and 
psychological support groups. 

Here in Hampton Roads the Tidewater Chapter 
serves over 700 people with multiple sclerosis.

National Multiple Sclerosis Society to b^n its life 
at 40. And we, too, are "Incurably Optimistic" 
along with the Society that the 250,000 Americans 
who suffer from multiple sclerosis and their 
families will be able to live with real hope for a

Senate can live with media

After many years of debate, the 
Senate has finally agreed to con- 
duct a test of live radio and 
television coverage of "the 
world's greatest deliberative 
body."

This summer, the Senate will 
begin experimenting with live, 
gavel-tO'gavel television coverage 
of Senate proceedings from June 
1 to July 15. Radio coverage will 
begin as soon as the necessary 
equipment is installed. 

At the conclusion of the test 
period, the Senate will review the 
results and vote on July 29 on 
whether to permit radio and 
television coverage on a per- 
manent basis. 

During the test period, the 
broadcasts will be limited to a 
closed circuit system on Capitol 
Hill. If approved, the broadcasts 
would likely be aired over C- 
SPAN, the cable channel that 
carries gavel-to-gavel coverage of 
the House of Representatives. 

To be frank, I had some early 
reservations about introducing 
television cameras into the Senate 
chamber. But after studying the 
issue for years and participating 



in a number of hearings, I 
became convinced that history 
compels us to at least conduct 
this experiment this summer. 

If we review our history for a 
moment, the Senate had a public 
gallery open to all citizens begin- 
ning in 1794. By providing a 
public gallery, the Senate allowed 
firsthand observance of the 
proceedings by the only means 
available in the early years of our 
country, direct sight and sound 
transmission. 

Now, as we approach the 
bicentennial of the Senate, I 
believe we should reaffirm the 
same policy of openness that our 
forebearers, and indeed, the 
founding fathers, had in 
establishing the public gallery. 

We also must recognize the 
great advancements in 
technology, particularly in 
television, that have occurred in 
the nearly 200 years since the 
Senate opened the' public gallery. 

Our citizens have a right to 
know firsthand and, I stress, on a 
real-time basis, what is being 
discussed and debated in the 
United States Senate. 

As I see it, these, daily broad- 
casts would simply open up the 
Senate gallery to several million 
more interested people who can't 
be in Washington. 



Another important con- 
sideration in my decision to sup- 
port this broadcast test period is 
that our citizens know their 
senators and they have a right to 
see them in action. 

Introducing radio and 
television into the senate is simply 
another way for our citizens to be 
able to hear and see their senators 
performing the duties for which 
they were elected. 

While the written press is a 
vital and important mechanism 
for conveying information to the 
people, as well as providing a 
record of the proceedings for 
posterity, radio and television 
coverage is instantly relayed to 
the public. It conveys the energy 
and the feeling and, at times, the 
humor associated with the 
Senate. 

Much like the House of 
Representatives has done since 
1979, when it began radio and 
television coverage of its 
proceedings, I'm confident that 
my colleagues can successively 
accommodate these mediums in 
the Senate chamber and that they 
will not be injurious to the in- 
tegrity of the body. 

After all, the public has a right 
to see their senators at their best 
— and at their worst. 



There is a real insurance crisis

Each day we read new reports 
on the growing problems with 
liability insurance. 

Let me share a few examples, 
the perfectly innocent day care 
center that had its liability in- 
surance cancel«l on two hours 
notice; the town where the Mayor 
and council resigned when the 
town's insurance lasped, or the 
Ijucking company driven into 
* bankruptcy when its liability 
premiums rose from $165 to 
$1.65 million. 

There are other tales as 
well— the woman who tried to 
gas herself in her garage and then 



sued Ford Motor Company 
because the engine stalled and she 
was forced to spend two days in 
the trunk. In addition, an enter- 
tainer in California strapped a 
refrigerator to his back and when 
the strap broken, won $1 mUlion 
from the strap manufacturer. 

Unfortunately, these lighter 
moments in the liability arena are 
rare. In truth, there is a real in- 
surance crisis. For business 
people large and small, insurance 
rates are escalatii^ out of sight 
and often insurance protection is 
unobtainable at any price. 

Coming to grips with this 
problem will be difficult. 



Policyholders point the finger at 
insurance companies. Insurers 
blame policyholders and the 
tremendous rise in lawsuits, and 
everyone but lawyers blame 
lawyers. Powerful wnstituencies 
are at play. 

Moreover, regulation of in- 
surance has traditionally been a 
state function and many mem- 
bers of Congress are reluctant to 
intervene. Yet, we have 50 states 
and SO different legal systems. 
Each state is very different in its 
response to the problem. 

Nevertheless, there is growing

Personalized plates, like the 
CommuniPlates issued in 
Virginia, have become in- 
creasingly popular in recent 
years.

A friend of mine was recently 
given a CommuniPlate as a gift.

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Day set aside for parent conferences 




Friday, March 28 has been set 
aside by the Virginia Beach 
Schooi System— as the last 
scheduled full day for parent- 
teacher conferences. 

While conferences can be 
requested at any time throughout 
the school year, on this particular 
conference day teachers will be 
concentrating on scheduling con- 
ferences with those parents whose 
child Ts in danger of being 
retained in his/her present grade. 
Parents should have received 
notice of possible retention of 
their student at the end of the 
second grading period. 

The advance notice warns the 
student, and the parents, that 
academic and/or absentee 
problems could result in retention 
and it allows the students the 
second half of the year to work 
hard to improve his/her stan- 
ding. If by the end of the third 
grading period the student still 
has not made sufficient progress, 
serious discussions about the 
student's future should take 
place. 

This conference day will afford 
the opportunity for parents, and 
teachers, and students in many 
cases, to assess the current 
situation and consider the alter- 
natives available. 

Retention is not always the 
easiest subject for discussion. 
Parents should be assured from 



the start that no final decision on 
retention is made until the last 
week of the last grading period, 
thus giving the student every op- 
portunity to improve. 

But, if retention is indeed a 
possibility, parents should be in- 
volved and their input considered 
before a final decision is made. 
Parents should also keep in mind 
that the teacher has worked 
closely with the student for over 
six months and has a good idea of 
the student's strengths and 
weaknesses and that recommen- 
dations for retention are not 
easily made. 

The hints which follow may 
help to make this conference 
more productive. 




Before the conference 
Before parents go to a con- 
ference they should go review the 
child's past report cards and any 
information sent home by the 
teacher. Hopefully, through 
thesfe communications, parents 
will already have a good idea of 
the student's particular 
problems. 

If the child is failing a par- 
ticular subject, it would also be a 
good idea to review with his/her 
notebook, written work and past 
tests. 

Let the child know you're 
going to talk to the teacher and 
ask if there's anything He/she 



would like brought up. 

In some cases, especially if the 
child is of junior high age, you 
may want to consider having the 
child attend the conference. 

Organize thoughts and any 
specific questions regarding the 
student's demonstrated academic 
abilities; organizational abilities; 
readiness for class; propensity for 
completing and turning assign- 
ments in on time; relations with 
peers; and the student's maturity, 
attitude and behavior. 

During the conference 

Parents should discuss with the 
teacher their feelings about the 
retention possibility. Listen 
carefully to what the teacher has 
to say about the child's progress, 
_2r lack of it, during the.school 
year. Be sure to discuss what the 
student must do to be promoted 
and what options are available 
such as tutoring or summer 
school or placement in the next 
grade by the principal. 

Discuss what can be done at 
home to help the child through 
thrfinat-grading peritid and; if 
necessary, to accept the 
probability of retention. 

After the conference is con- 
cluded, share with the child what 
wSJ discussed, leaving out 
anything he/she may not be 
mature enough to understand. Be 
positive about the future remem- 
bering that any plans or decisions 
were made with the best interests 
of the child in mind.

Book is rich in ironic characterization

Anne Tyler, author of Dinner at 
the Homesick Restaurant has 
immortalized another of 
Baltimore's unsung masses in the 
character of one Macon Leary, 
the "accidental tourist" 
protagonist of her new book, Ac- 
cidental Tourist. 

Leary writes guidebooks for 
people who are forced, but don't 
want to, leave home, people who 
"find" themselves in strange 
places and are forced to cope, 
hence his logo of an armchair 
with wings. 

To say that things happen to 
Macon, rather than his 
deliberately causing them to hap- 
pen, is a vast understatement. 

As the story opens, his wife 
Sarah leaves him after a silent 
y«ur of grieving over their son's 
death, declaring that he is simply 
not a comfort to her. Macon im- 
mediately reverts to a peculiar 
bachelor existence, which comes 
to a complete halt the day he 
d«ad« he really is falling apart 
and iKsidentally breaks his leg 
while trying to do laundry. 



He winds up moving back in 
with his sister and brothers, all of 
whom are stick-in-the-mud 
replicas of himself. 

His dog, Edward, does not 
take well to this move, and 
Macon seeks dog obedience help 
from a woman who works at a 
boarding kennel with the unlikely 
name of Meow-Bow. 

Muriel is as unlike Macon as 
one could imagine — a^ressive, 
talkative, and somewhat fiercely 
tacky. She also sets her sights 
very early on Macon, who, in 
typical fashion, finds himself 
living with her and her son after a 
while, putting down roots he 
hadn't intended because they are 
there to put down, until his wife 
decides she wants him back. 

In between all this domestic 
upheaval, Macon takes a few 
trips to update his tour guides, 
each one of which pats him in the 
company of memorable charac- 
ters whom he finds amazing, but 
who leave him strangely un- 
touched. 

His boss Julian, the quin- 
tessential bachelor himself, falls 
in love with Macon's sister, in a 
way trying to become as staid 



through marriage to her, as he 
assumes all the Leary's to be. 

After living with Muriel for 
dlmost a year, Macon just moves 
out and back into his old house 
when his wife comes back, at 
which point this particular 
reader, who had come to like 
feisty little Muriel a whole lot (all 
the while wondering what she saw 
in the nerd), wanted to kill him. 

Tyler is a very complex writer, 
however, with equally complex 
characters. All comes to a head 
when Macon takes a trip to Paris 
to update a guide, after being 
back with Sarah, only to find that 
Muriel has followed him there. 
For once, the accidental tourist 
has to make a decision. 

This deceptively simple novel is 
rich in ironic characterizations, 
clear, crisp, multi-layered 
dialogue (in Muriel's case, some- 
times monologue), and 
hystericaUy funny situations so 
understand that the reader knows 
he or she is in the hands of 
master. It is not accidental that 
Accidental Tourist won the 1985 
National Book Critics Circle 
Award for fiction — a tourist 
with words Anne Tyter is not.

No- Wake guidelines 
set for motor bolits 

In an effort to reduce 
damaging wakes caused by 
motor boats, the following 
guidelines have been approved 
by the Virginia Beach City 
Council. 

It is unlawful for a person 
ojsef alittg a motor boat to pass 
under bridges or through public 
waterways at excessive speed or 
in any manner which causes 
swells or wakes that are capable 
of damaging other boats or 
vessels, bulkheads, piers or 
shorelines. 

Motor boat operators must 
reduce speed when passing 
other boats, piers, docks or 
boathouses, or when passing 
swimmers, water skiers, or sur- 
fers. 

Any person who violates 
these ordinances will be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Call Traffic 
Engineering, 427-4491 for in- 
formation. 



Teach family how to put out a grease fire 




There are over 1,7(X) fires in 
homes across the United States 
each day. The majority of those 
-fires are griease fires that st&rt in 
the kitchen. Grease fires are very 
common and can be easily ex- 
tinguished by placing a lid on top 
of the frying pan. 

Virginia Beach residents 
should teach the entire family 
proper safety procedures in case 
they encounter a grease fire. 

In case of a grease fire DON'T 
PANIC! Always keep a lid close 
by when cooking with grease. In 
case of a fire place the lid directly 
on top of the burning grease and 
smother the fire. The lid should 
be at a safe distance away from 
the stove but, yet close enough to 
grab. 

Another thing to consider 
while doing this is not to have any 
loose clothing hanging that could 
possibly catch fire. Never grab 
the pan and try to carry it outside 
while burning, the hot grease 
could spill on hands or clothing. 



Never use water or flour on a 
grease fire. Every home should 
have an extinguisher. 

If planning to buy an ex- 
tinguisher, a multi-purpose dry 
chemical labeled ABC puts out 
most types of fires suchg as; 
wood, paper, cloth, flanmnable 
liquid or electrical. 

If purchasing one just for the 
kitchen, buy one Xhat is^ labeled 
Be. This dryppwder extinguisher 
will be effecjtive in putting out 
grease fires which are class B fires 
and electrical fires which are 
rated class C. 

Read the manufactures instruc- 
tions on how to operate the ex- 
tingushier. Inspect the gauge 



every month on the extinguisher 
to make sure it's always 
pressurized. 

If a fire occurs in the oven, 
close the door and turn off the 
oven. This will usually extinguish 
the fire. 

Always try to cook food on the 
back of the stove when possible, 
and keep all pot handles to the in- 
-side -of the stove. This will help 
prevent small children from 
pulling the pots down on them- 
selves and getting burned. 

Feel free to visit any fire 
station in Virginia Beach and ask 
for a free 911 sticker for the 
phone and a pamphlet on kitchen 
fires and how to prevent them.

It was almost ThaaksgiviDg, 1952, aod the late John T. Heath, owner and founder of Norfolk County 
Feed & Seed in Portsmouth, shows his young sons, Leslie and Tommy, their traditional turkey. Tommy, 
sitting ncaRst the doomed bird, remembers that it had stolen his peanut butter and Jelly sandwich from his 
hand cansiiig him some moments of fear and grief "He ate my sandwich, and we ate him," Tommy Heath 
says today. The ddw Heath was a farm boy of the great Southern tradition, always finding ways to In- 
tegrate fanfly aad commanity obligations into his long work day. Indeed, shortly after World War II he 
opeiwd Norfolk Coanty Feed & Seed ia a 15' x W building, and remodeled the upstairs as a home for his 
family. Today, the family home has been transformed into panelled offices for the company which, under 
the ownership of Tommy Heath, has expanded to approximately 15,000 square feet. The company tecently 
started its own nursery operation. Lralie R. Heath, left, who is staring resolutely at the camera held by 
NIn. HcadL, and seemingly not bothered by the aggressive Tom, has businesses In Portsmouth and Suffolk.

There's a move afoot now in 
my family to fix up the ^ave- 
yard, and I'm glad. 

Funerals were very 

cooperative things. Nobody 
would tlunk of being leftout.o£ a. 
funeral. And church, of course, 
was a social event. People went 
great distances to get to church, 
and I don't believe the reason had 
as much to do with religious fer- 
vor as with a chance to see other 
people. 

Sometimes on Sundays in the 
South I see people coming out of 
church or getting ready to go in, 
especially out in the country. 
They'll stand around outside for 
an hour after church, even if 
there's no dinner on the grounds 
or anything like that. Black chur- 
ches are even more that way. 
Folks get dressed up in their very 
best for the one day, and stand 
around and talk and talk. You 
don't see that as often in the Nor- 
th. When church is over up there, 
people go home. 

Of course no event in the 
South is as joyous as a church 
supper or a dinner on the groun- 
ds, because it really is a bringing- 
together of the whole com- 
munity. Women would always 
get together just to visit, 
but usually that took place on 
Sunday, too, because th^ were 
too busy working during the 
wedt. 

I remember riding the mule 
J)arcbwk. I ^ressthey wen; in- 
dulgirig meb6caus« 1 was a little 
boy, but at the time I thought I 
was helping. And I remember 
shocking corn, then putting it 
through the little handcranked 
corn shelJer. 

I'm only 50 now, and 1 actually 
have a memory of what was 
really a primitive farm. There 
was not electricity or machinery 
of any kind. Today you can't 
imagine a farm without 
machinery, but the most 
sophisticated machine then was 
probably the disk harrow that 
was pulled by the mule. 



To plowv you walked behind 
the plow and the mule. 1 could 
do that by the time I was six. The 
mule knew the route so well that 
you just walked behind, and he 
knew what to do. He'd turn 
around at the end of the row and 
comeback.

Other farms and make a day of it. 
I was a "bander." 1 would take 
four or six leaves — 1 forget how 
many— and hand them to an ex- 
perienced "stringer." He would 
take them, make a twist with the 
tobacco twine around the stick, 
then with his other hand reach 
for another handful of tobacco. 
He would end up with the tobac- 
co hanging neatly froni both sides 
of the stick. Then that would 
hang in the barn. 

These were wood-fired barns 
made of logs, squared off, 
chinked with mud. The tfick was 
to keep the heat even -so^hat the 
tobacco would cure evenly. 
Because I liked to, my grand- 
father would invite me to pull 
the thermometer on a pulley on a 
string up to the little mica win- 
dow, to be sure the heat was 
staying even. 

My grandmother used to tell 
me about market day. They 
would take the tobacco to 
market— in our case, to Kinston, 
the market my grandfather 
preferred, because he felt that he 



got a little better price there. 

Then there was the ritual of the 
auctioneer stopping at each pile 
of tobacco and having this little 
10- or 15-second auction. He'd 
reach down under the pile to 
make sure that the bottom leaves 
were as good quality as the ones 
on top. (In my grandfather's 
case» they were., Hcwas .aijualitju.™ 
tobacco raiser, he felt.) After 
that brief auction, the auctioneer 
would pay in cash, right on the 
spot. And that would be ail the 
money the family would see that 
year. That was it. For the year. 
Fifteen seconds. I don't know 
how much money that was. 

My grandmother would take a 
little of the money and go buy a 
dress and maybe a hat. And my 
grandfather would take his little 
bit of it, and go out with the 
other men and drink. I never 
knew him to drink at any other 
time; alcohol was a luxury that 
nobody could afford. But I 
remember that usually on market 
day he was sort of... carried home. 
And then the next morning he 
was ready to go for another year 
without any more indulgences. 

I'll always be glad that I can 
remember those days, because it 
gives me an understanding of 
how life was. 

I was grown the first time I 
went to the Midwest and saw a 
Wisconsin dairy farm. I will 
never forget the look of it— the 
black earth, the green meadows. 
I had never seen anything like 
that. I never imagined that farms 
could look so prosperous: the 

tidy dairy, barns, everything M> 

neat. I thought, Holy smolcel 
TKe^B;^ople must be rich ! 
p^ In tnVSouth, of course, we just 
weren't u^ to such tidiness. 
We had gulnes and broomsiraw, 
and the barn was apt not to be 
painted, so the Southern farm 
was not typkally what your wouU 
call a thing of beauty. It was 
utilitarian in every way, no 
wasted motion, because the far- 
mer was so busy that he didn!t 
have time to paint the bam and 
make the place look nice. His 
wife might plant some petunias in 
an old tire by the road, though, 
to try to dress the place up a little 
bit. 

A mountain man in North 
Carolina once told me, "Oh, yes! 
This is good strong land we have 
around here, it has to be, to hold 
up all the rocks." And it's true 
that the Southern farmer had a 
harder tow to hoe. Usually he 
was working with sandy soil of 
with red clay, and doing the best 
he could.

Q: Every year my yard seems 
to have moles. How can 1 get rid 
of then! once and for all? 

A: Moles find their way into 
your yard because they find good 
things to eat there. They feed on 
grubs and larvae of insects that 
spend part, of .their. Jiffe.cjicle, in . 
your lawn. To get rid of moles 
you've got to ehminate their food 
source. Here's a two fisted ap- 
proach to getting rid of them on- 
ce and for all. Use Ofthanol 
granules for-quick control lasting 
up to 6-8 months and Milky 
Spore for years of control. Milky 
Spore is a biological control that 
is very safe and affective but 
takes a little longer to actually 
become effective. 

Q: I'm anixous to start plan- 
ting annuals (Marigolds, Im- 
patients, Begonia, etc.) as well as 
my tomato plants for this spring. 
When is the best time to set them 
out? 

A: As a rule, the average last 
killing frost date for most of 
Tidewater is April 10th. But 
remember, that's only an average 
date. Frost is possible in May. 
What you have to watch out for 
are clear nights with no wind or 
clouds and temperatures of 40°F 
or below. If you do run into a 
situation where frost is expected 
and you've already planted ten- 
der annuals, be sure to cover your 
plants with hotcaps, burlap, and 
old sheet or whatever kind of old 
cloth material you have available. 



But don't use plastic! 

Q: I'm interested in growing 
blueberries in my back yard. 
Someone told me they're hard to 
grow. Can you help me? 

A: Blueberries ar&^asy and fun 
to grow. Find a sunny part of 
your; , ^.atd. _that has, „gpo4 
drainage. Prepare your soil with 
equal parts peatmoss and perlite. 
(An ideal planting mix contains 
Vi existing soil, '/s peatmoss, and 
Vi perlite thoroughly mixed). 
Blueberries like a very acid soil 
(4.5-5.5pH) so add soil sulphur to 
the planting area. You get the 
most fruit produced when 2 or 
more different varieties are plan- 
ted. (Space 4-6 ft. between plan- 
ts) Fertilize at time of planting 
with a good slow release fer- 
tilizer. Tifblue, Homebell, 
Premier, and Climax are a few 
good varieties for Tidewater. 
Pinestraw is an excellent mulch 
for blueberries. Good luck and 
good eating! 

Q: 1 have several overgrown 
Hollies in my yard and would like 
to cut them back. When is the 
best time to do this? 

A: Right now (early spring) is 
an excellent time for pruning, 
especially severe pruning. Hollies 
can be cut back almost to the 
ground and still conie back 
strong. As the new growth 
begins, tip it back once or twice 
during the growing season to en- 
courage side branching for a nice 
full plant.

Rose is a roser" 
and much more 



Roses have been one of the 
favorites of all garden plants for 
centuries — and for good reason. 
Few plants so beautifully reward 
the gardener for a minimum of 
attention and care. Use the 
following rules as your guide and 
healthy, vigorous roses can be 
yours. 

•The supply of water to the 
roots must be continuous. Once 
checked by partial drying out, 
leaf growth near fully recovers. 

•Keep the soil temperature 
down in summer months with a 
mulch of organic material such as 



pine needles, wood chips, peat 
moss, ground bark, or coarse 
bark chunks. 

•Don't let seed pods form. Cut 
fading blossoms as you would a 
rosebud, back to a five-leaflet 
leaf. New shoots form quickly 
below the cut and produce the 
next wave of flowers in the shor- 
test possible time. 

•Protect the leaves and buds 
from insects and disease. >^ 

•Feed early and often to 
replenish nutrients used for the 
production of both flowers and 
leaves.

ber," she said. "He read me 
some instructions on how to fit 
some pipes together and asked if 
^ I could explain, based on the in- 
structions which pipes went 
together. It was one of the most 
convoluted sentences I had ever 
heard. I couldn't help him. I told 
him I wouldn't want him to have 
to rely on those instructions if he 
was fixing something in my 
house." 

Friedman said she also gets 
calls from people like sign pain- 
ters who are having a dispute 
with a client. 

"People with a beach house, 
for example may want a sign that 
says Tlie Smith's, which is not 
correct," Friedman explained. 
"It should read The Smiths or if 
they want the possessive it should 
be 'The Smiths'.' But people may 
want the incojTeict form so it is 
consistent with other similar signs 
in the area." 

Most of the calls, she said, 
come from people in the business 
Tields. Callers are not required to 
identify themselves, but many do 
she said. The questions center 
on a lack of confidence with a 
rule in grammar, she said. 

"Commas are an area people 
have little confidence in," 
Friedman said. "They just aren't 
clear on when to use them. Serial 
commas give people trouble. 
Some places, like in newspapers, 
they are not used. Callers get 
irritated when we can't give them 
a yes or no answer and tell them it 
is used in some cases and not in 
others." 

The program is not financed, 
Friedman said. The center relys 



on resource material donated by 
the TCC library, faculty mem- 
bers and sometimes grateful 
callers. Because the sources are 
limited, Friedman said, they can- 
not always answer specialized 
questions that require a special 
source like a legal or medical dic- 
tionary. 

If the people at the center don't 
have the answer, they can usually 
refer the caller to another soura; 
that can help them, she said. 

Subject/verb agreement also 
gives callers trouble, Friedman 
said. She attributed this to the 
fact that the rules for singular 
and plural forms seeitt to con- 
tradict one another. With the 
subject an f is added to make it 
plural and the opposite is true of 
the verb. 

"For an example look at the 
sentence, 'The boy walking the 
dogs runs on the track team,'" 
she said. This could confuse 
people for two reasons; first, the 
distance of the subject from the 
verb and second, the rules for 
adding s. The longer the subject 
part of the ^ntence the hardo- 
time people have correctly iden- 
tifying the subject." 

In this sample sentence boy is 
the subject and runs is the verb. 
Because the plural noun dogs 
immediately preceeds the verb, 
Friedman said, some people 
might think the verb should be 
run. Others might be inclined to 
use run, without an s, because the 
noun boy does not have a s. 

She stressed that most 
questions stem from a lack of 
confidence. 



"Most people are taught 
grammar in high school," 
Friedman said. < 

"For many of them it has been 
a while since they had to apply 
the rules or they may have 
thought at the time they would 
not use the information in the 
future. If people really didn't 
care about using the language 
correctly, they wouldn't bother 
to call the hotline." 

Friedman said the trend 
toward stressing language skills 
in other disciplines, like science 
and the social sciences, will help 
improve peoples working 
knowledge of the language. 

"Working with hotline is really 
a lot of fun," she said. "I've 
learned a lot more about the 
language through answering 
questions than I ever needed, tQ„ 
know teaching in a classroom." 

While the hotline is a com- 
munity service, Friedman said 
they do receive long distance calls 
from time to time. For this 
reason she started compiling a list 
of other places in the country that 
offer grammar hotlines. 

"It started out as just- tt" 
mimeographed sheet, but is now 
an annual publication," she ex- 
plained. "The 1986 Grammar 
Hotline Guide Book has 24 
listings and 1 have learned of two 
more since its publication. Last 
year we mailed out around 7,000 
copies to people around the coun- 
try." 

All the places that offer gram- 
mar hotlines are colleges, Fried- 
man said. She added that she is 
surprised there are not more of 
them. 




Residents angered by road plan

Glen wood, a 2000-home sub- 
division being developed by R. G. 
Moore. Moore has agreed to 
dedicate the right of way for the 
alignment selected by the city. If 
the alignment is changed, 
however, said R. J. Nutter, his 
attorney, he would not consider 
himself committed to the 
dedication. The city then would 
have the additional cbst of 
acquiring the property by 
negotiation or condemnation . 

The original alignment con- 
sidered, said Nutter, went on the 
outskirts of Glenwood. While 
both the staff plan and the neigh- 
borhood plan go through 
Moore's property, the neigh- 
borhood plan would run through 
two lakes and a recreation area, 
Nutter said. He said the 
development has progressed to 
such a point that Moore has 
vested rights. Nutter said that 
developers are always accused of 
not living up to -a bargain and 
here Moore is living up to his. 

Nutter also said that the city 
underestimated the value of the 
land which would have to be 
acquired. 

The cost differences between 
the two plans vary from $240,000 
by city estimates to more than 
$600,000 by estimates made by 
Talbot and Associates, Moore's 
project engineers. With the dif- 
ferential in land costs. Nutter 
said, the difference between the 
two plans would be closer to 
$800,000. 

In both plans the road would 
take three houses. Also, the 
alignment selected comes within 
approximately ten feet of the 
house at the northeast corner of 
Indian River and Elbow Roads 
and the curb line will come within 
about 30 feet of the house. Three 
other structures will be damaged 
by the city plan, one owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Elijah Harris at the 
northwest corner of Indian River 
and Elbow although the right of 
way would not come within 45 
feet of that structure and the curb 
line would not come within 65 
feet of it, and another home 
which is within 35 feet of the 
proposed right of way line ahd 
within 55 feet of the proposed' 
curb line. The total damage is 
estimated at $180,000. 

The city also will take all of the 
right-of-way off the northeast 
side rather than take equal

amounts from either side. City 
Planning Director Robert Scott 
said this would lessen the impact 
on three residences on Indian 
River Road. He said that the 
development of Glenwood would 
require the development of the 
northern part of the road in seven 
to ten years. The road is not on 
the city's five-year Capital Im- 
provement Plan. 

Voting for the staff- 
recommended plan were Mayor 
Harold Heischober, and Coun- 
cilmen Robert G. Jones, John 
A. Baum, Louis R. Jones, and 
Robert Fentress. Voting against 
the plan were Vice Mayor Reba 
McClanan, Councihnan J. Henry 
McCoy, Jr., and Councilwomen 
Barbara Henley and Meyera 
Obcmdorf . Councilwoman Nan- 
cy Creech and H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. abstained. 

McCoy said that he favored the 
neighborhood plan previously 
uid continued to favor it. He said 
that a human element is involved 
and that a half million dollars is 
not much when people have 
owned their homes for so long. 
He said that negotiations "don't 
frighten me." 

McCoy moved for the neigh- 
borhood plan but his motion lost 
when a substitute motion made 
by Baum to approve the staff 
plan succeeded. Baum said he did 
not thank the neighborhood plan 
was the best plan for the general 
public. He said it was beyond the 
capabilities of the City Council to 
make sure that there are no 
changes. He added that a man of 
Moore's susbstance is expected to 
have undo influence on Council, 
but that perception is worse than 
reality. He said the situation has 
gotten so that a vote against 



Moore will help a Council mem- 
ber in the eyes of the public and a 
vote against him will hurt. 

"We should be fair to Mr. 
Moore just as we should be fair 
to you." 

Henley, however, saw a 
parallel betweefl'the Indian River 
Road project and the General 
Booth Boulevard realignment. 
She said she regretted staying 
with the chosen alignment 
because she has seen the houses 
impacted. Now the city is trying 
to address the problems of people 
living on a 1 10-foot right-of-way. 
"The opportunity is here again to 
avoid all that," she said. 

Marie Dill said the neigh- 
borhood should have been in- 
volved from the beginning. 
"We're the innocent bystanders. 

Howard Everton, supported by 
40 to 50 persons at the meeting, 
said the alignment would come 
within 10 feet of a couple of 
homes and that $230,000 is a 
small price to pay for the quality 
of life. He said the residents 
would be on about six lanes of 
traffic when the Southeastern 
Expressway comes through. He 
said the eventual Elbow Road 
improvement also will split two 
homes. He said with both Indian 
River and Elbow Roads as major 
roads, the community can't 
remain as it is now. 

William Moore who has ten 
acres on Indian River Road, said 
he would like to see the city's 
alfgnment because he wants the 
option of going commercial. 

Patty Harp said if the city plan 
is accepted, the people should be 
compensated for their property 
losses by giving them the option 
of rezoning their property for 
commercial use.

visit," Barbara Blanchard, R.N., 
a public health nurse with the 
programs, said. "We teach the 
patient and their family the nur- 
sing procedures they need to 
know, then supervise them doing 
these procedures so they can gain 
confidence in their ability to take 
care of themselves. When they 
have that mental ease, they can 
recuperate physically much more 
quickly." 

The nursfes can also arrange for 
speech therapy or physical 
therapy if needed. 

Once a patient has reached the 
point of being able to take care of 
his medical needs, other 
programs are available if 
necessary to help with personal 
needs, Somers said. 

"Frequently, we reached a 
point where the patients were bet- 
ter, but still needed help in cer- 
tain areas and couldn't care for 
themselves totally," she added. 

To begin with the Personal 
Care Program, a public health 
nurse visits the patient and 
assesses his particular needs. The 



nurse then writes a care plan for a 
nurses aide, who makes three to 
five visits each week to help with 
things such as bathing, meal 
preparation, getting out of bed 
and laundry. 

The public health nurse con- 
tinues to visit periodically or on 
an as needed basis. 

"The nurses and aides work 
very closely together," Somers 
said. "We also keep the patient's 
physician informed of the 
patient's progress." 

Patients participating in this 
program must be eligible for 
Medicaid, according to Somers. 

To help those patients who are 
not eligible for Medicaid, the 
Activities of Daily Livng (ADL) 
program was started about six 
months ago. As in the Personal 
Care Program, ADL also is 
designed to patients who just 
need help in being self-sufficient. 

"One side benefit is that the 
public health nurses are there to 
make referrals if the patient's 
needs change," Somers said. 
"Our staff is experienced and 
caring, and we have the ability to 



help the family fmd other op- 
tions." 

Family involvement is em- 
phasized, and a public health 
nurse and a Virginia Beach social 
worker have formed a support 
group for families or caretakers 
of homebound patients. Anyone 
interested can call 486-7223 for 
information on the group. 

So far, feedback for the home 
based programs has been 
positive, Somers said, with health 
care professionals and patients 
alike realizing the benefits. 

"It's very rewarding," Blan- 
chard, who has been working in 
home nursing for over 100 years, 
said. "The best thing is that it is a 
one-on-one relationship with the 
patients, and they are very ap- 
preciative and receptive. I get a 
lot of personal satisfaction from 
helping them."

Use spring cleaning time to check home safety 



With the advent of spring, 
many Virginia Beach families 
begin the yearly chore of cleaning 
their attics, basements, garages, 
and yards in anticipation of the 
approaching warm weather. 

In doing so, they are perfor- 
ming more than an annual 
cleanup ritual. If performed 
property, the Dictograph Security 
Information Bureau says they 
can turn simple housecleaning in- 
to a life-safety program that can 
pay rich dividends during the en- 
tire year. 

The bureau says spring 
cleaning can be the ideal time to 
ensure a family's safety from ac- 
cidents, fires, and burglaries. 

Starting with the attic, the 
bureau recommends that un- 
needed clothing and papers be 
removed and ventilation be im- 
proved. Because heat often 
builds up in attics, it easily can 
b«»me a breeding ground for 
fire when combined with oxygen 
and fuel. 

Search all living quarters for 
frayed wires and faculty plugs 
which can increase a home's fire 
potential. Exposed wiring should 
be covered. Firearms and other

dangerous weapons should be 
kept under lock and key. 

The bureau also suggested that 
Beach homeowners check 
basements and garages for rags 
and unwanted newspapers, which 
should be recycled or discarded. 
Oil and gas spots should be 
cleaned and flushed with water. 

Outdoors, shrubs and lan- 
dscaping should be checked to be 
sure they do not unwittingly 
provide hiding places for 
burglars. Light bulbs in outdoor 
lighting should be checked and 
changed, if necessary. Ladders, 
shovels, lawn mowers, and other 
gardening tools should be locked 
indoors after use to prevent their 



theft or their use by thieves as 
aids to enter the home. 

The bureau also suggested that 
homeowners cleanse themselves 
of sloppy safety habits, such as 
leaving house and car doors 
unlocked and hiding keys in so- 
called "safe" places. Win- 
dowsills. Doormats, mailboxes, 
milk boxes, drain pipes and loose 
bricks are common enough spots 
for almost any burglar to locate 
keys.

The presence of a large num- 
ber or graves on the site of a 
requested rezoning has led to the 
continuance, indefinitely, of the 
application.

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
said she had no intention of 
voting for something the citizens 
have to enforce through the cour- 
ts. She said she did not see 
anything wrong with putting 
restrictions on the closure. 

Hay said since the council 
would be putting restrictions on 
surrounding property, rather 



than the property under con- 
sideration, enforcement would be 
difficult. 

Sutherland said the applicant 
would leave a 12-foot pedestrian 
right-of-way which would also be 
adequate for emergency vehicles. 
He said the structures will be 3S 
feet high (three stories) instead of 
75 feet high (six stories). 

Center application 
changed to withdrawal 

The denial of a day care center 
application off General Booth 
Boulevard has been changed to a 
withdrawal.
